T° HE ATTITUDE and relationship of the Socialist Alliance 

of the Working People of Yugoslavia to the Seventh 
ongress of the League of Communists of Yugoslavia is not a 
uestion of a formal character nor a matter of some formal 
eclaration or decision.

It springs from the fact that 
1e conclusions of the Seventh Congress and the Programme 
f the League of Communists ‘of Yugoslavia are not exclusively 
dressed to Communists, the members of the League of Com- 
unists, but to all working people, and primarily to the So- 
alist Alliance as the largest mass-membership political orga- 
ization of the working people of Yugoslavia. 


The same as in the preparations for the Seventh Congress 
id in drawing up the Programme of the League of Com- 
unists of Yugoslavia it had been started from a summarazing 


of past experiences of our labour movement and working people 
in the struggle for socialism wherein a conspicuous place is 
occupied by the rich experience of the Socialist Alliance, so 
the implementation of the decisions of thé Congress also 
cannot be successful without a proper concept and adoption of 
the fundamental attitudes and tasks stated in the Programme, 
the raports, the Resolution and other materials of the Con- 
gress of the part of all organizations and members of the 
Socialist Alliance.

e role of the citizens and their organization in the 
tional period from capitalism to socialism. 


As distinct from certain different concepts of the role 
a ‘socialist state in the transitional period, which Stalin 
ttempted to formulate at the 18th Congress of the Soviet 
smmunist Party (Bolsheviks) in 1939, we have orientated 
selves, both in theory and in practice, toward the appli- 
on of the fundamental Marxist concepts on the role of 
e state in the transitional period which had been elaborated 
y Marx, Engels and Lenin. 
It is a familiar fact that during the last years of his 
life Lenin had been preparing to write a second volume of 
The State and Revolution“ in which he had intended to ela- 
borate the theory of the state-in the transitional period. Death 
as prevented his carrying out this intention. 


_- In this report at the Eighteenth Congress Stalin had at- 
‘tempted to elaborate the question of the role of the state 
n the transitional period. In a simplified way, he gave a de- 
finition of the three functions of the state organs. According 
his theory, the third function of the state organs should 
be an economic-organizing and a cultural-educational role. 
: vit is familiar that that exposifion of Stalin’s about the role of 
the state has been called ,,The New Theory of the Socialist 
merate. 


- Consistent implementation of that theory in practice has 
followed the line of neglect and suppression of the role of 
‘citizens of a socialist country and their socialist organizations 
and of a continuous strengthening of the role of the state 
apparatus, including also the role of the state apparatus 
in the re-education of people.* 


Our internal development has followed the line of de- 
velopment of socialist democracy through various forms of 
a direct democracy relying on most varied forms of social 
~ self-government. 

In this way such a system is created which continuously 
regulates the relationship between the state and the state or- 
gans and the role of the citizens of a socialist state in the 
promotion of socialist democracy as a mechanism of autho- 
rity and administration. And from this task there also springs 
the specific organizational structuge of the Socialist Alliance 
which enables every citizen who is attached to the idea and 
aims of socialism to participate on a basis of equality. 


Due to this, the role of the Socialist Alliance has been 
growing constantly in the last years and the decisions of the 
Seventh Congress and the new Programme of the League of 
Communists of Yugoslavia spur the growth of that role 
further. 


The decisions of the Seventh Congress represent not a 
simply mechanical transmission of directives, but a_ solid 
foundation for guiding the whole activity of the Socialist Al- 
liance and simultaneously a sufficiently wide framework which 
makes possible the widest initiative of the members and or- 
ganizations of the Socialist Alliance in the realization of the 
tasks set by the Seventh Congress.

The Declaration of the Socialist. Alliance from 1953 i tia 
not lose its significance as a programme document upon ere 
enactment of the Programme of the League of Communists _ 
of Yugoslavia, but it was superseded by the Programme in 
some of the attitudes, in the sense of a much wider, more 
precise and more comprehensive determination of the aims — 
and tasks for the further activity of all conscious. nouiees 
forces in our country, and for the further activity of the 
Socialist Alliance particularly. In addition, the basic premises — 
of the Declaration, which have been confirmed by the fiver = 
year practice of socialist construction and on the basis of — mh 
which the Socialist Alliance has developed its all-embracing — Bite. 
and successful activity have, in a way, become a part of the 
Programme of the League of Communists, especially of those 
chapters which determine the tasks of socialist Yugoslavia 
in the sphere of international affairs, in the sphere of the 
economic, political and social tasks the purpose of which is 
improvement of the living conditions of working men, a “ma- 
terial and political strengthening of society, the further de- 
velopment of socialist relations, and particularly the further 
development of socialist democracy by strengthening the 
whole system of social self-government. 


Consequently the Programme of the League of Commu- 
nists also comprises the basic aims and tasks of the Socialist 
Alliance, both for direct and for durable, long-term actions. 


I believe that it is unnecessary to list all those tasks and 
aims. It suffices to indicate only some of them, since, in their 
day-to-day work and study of the Programme of the League 
of Communists of Yugoslavia, as well as through the practi- 
cal implementation of the tasks set by the Programme of the 
League of Communists of Yugoslavia, the organizations of 
the Socialist Alliance will be able to discern and know to 
realize those tasks which the Programme and the Seventh 
Congress integrally place before the working people of our 
country, and this at the same time will connote a supple- 
menting of the Declaration of the Socialist Alliance of the 
Working People of Yugoslavia with many fresh elements. 


Let us only consider, for example, the fact that nearly 
900,000 citizens participate today in the organs of social self- 
government who indubitably represent the most active part 
of the working people. They participate directly in manage- 
ment and decision-making in connection with the fundamen- 
tal questions of development of the economy, the commune 
and various domains of social life. This form of direct demo- 
cracy could not have developed and eficaciously solved most 
varied problems of a vital importance to the working people 
if it had not disposed of appropriate material resources and 
if it had not been under the direct and constant control of 
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conscious socialist forces of the League of Communists, the 
Socialist Alliance of the Working People of Yugoslavia, the 
Federation of Trade Unions, People’s Youth. The organs of 


social self-government today dispose of huge funds and mone- 


tary resources. 


THE STANDING TASKS OF THE ORGANS OF SOCIAL 
. SELF-GOVERNMENT 


N THE YEARS ahead, parallel with the growth of the 
total social product, the organs of social self-govern- 


‘ment will have still larger resources at their disposal, and 


this also requires a larger responsibility of those organs and a 
larger activity of the organizations of the Socialist Alliance, 
the Trade Unions and other organizations toward the most 
adequate utilization of the resources. 


Facing the organs of social self-government, facing our 
whole community, are the following standing tasks: to strive 
for an uninterrupted internal eocnomic and social develop- 
ment, that is, to strive for constant improvement of the ma- 
terial and cultural living conditions of the working people. 
In order to realize the perspective of the future social, ideo- 
logical-political and material development of our society, and 
by that token the perspective of better living conditions for 
every citizen, which subject is extensively discussed in the 
Programme, the Socialist Alliance of the Working People of 
Yugoslavia will have to pledge all its forces so that the tasks 
set may continually be in the centre of attention of its 
activity. 

In that respect the Socialist Alliance faces a new period 
of still larger activity. This activity rests on very solid foun- 
dations, which have been laid by the development to date as 
well as the introduction of a clear perspective into all funda- 
mental problems of the further development of our socialist 
community. 


The Seventh Congress of the League of Communists of 
Yugoslavia actually represents the conclusion of a several- 
year period in which past results were summarized and the 
future tasks determited. Due to this, the materials and deci- 
sions of the Congress should not be separated from the en- 
tire past work between the Sixth and the Seventh Congress. 
To a series of important problems of our further development 
an answer had been given even before through the work of 
the People’s Assembly and other organs. The Congress ma- 
terials form one whole with the earlier decisions, they are 
interconnected, knitted together, complementary. 


This includes, first of all, the decision on the enactment 
of a perspective plan, determination of rural policy, school 
reform, the perfecting of the system of social self-govern- 
ment and so on. 


The tasks have been clearly set today regarding the que- 
stion of the further development of productive forces and the 
raising of productivity of labour, the question of guiding our 
capital investment policy, the question of a gradual elimina- 
tion of disparities between the developed and undeveloped 
regions of our country, the question of the advancement and 
utillization of our power and raw materials base, the question 
of production of consumer goods, the question of development 
of the aransport network, the question of arts and crafts and 
their role, the question of advancement and development of 
agricultural production and socialist relations in the village, 
the question of a planned regulation and guiding of the eco- 
nomy, the solving of the housing question and the raising of 
the standard of living of people in general. 

Likewise the tasks have been clearly set today regardnig 
the questions of social welfare, social protection and the pro- 
motion of the health service, in the sphere of education, sci- 
ence and culture, regarding improvement of the status of the 
family and so on. 
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RAISING AND STRENGTHENING THE SOCIALIST _ 
CONSCIOUSNESS OF THE WORKING PEOPLE Sag ; 

N ALL THESE questions the Socialist Alliance has its 

tasks and its particular role. It is upon the under- 
standing of those tasks, upon the method of their solution, 


upon the resourcefulness of the organizations of the Socialist | 


Alliance. in enlisting their membership toward a more active 
participation in the solving of the tasks set that the integral 
success also depends by a good part. In its past work the So- 


cialist Alliance has succeeded in increasingly making the strug- _ 


gle for a socialist buildup into a cause of every working man, 
so that this struggle may be near to the working people not 
only by its substance and the material advantages it offers 
them, but by its forms which correspond to our needs, our 
way of life. For the realization of future tasks, it is necessary 
to eliminate weaknesses, mistakes, shortcomings, to promote, 
where necessary, new forms of work, perfect the over-all 


political system, rejecting everything that is antiquated and i 


outlived. 


Consequently the Programme of the League of Commu~ — 


nists of Yugoslavia attaches a great importance to the question 
of raising and strengthening the socialist consciousness of 


the working people. In our conditions, where a socialist buldup _ 


is being realized with an ever wider and ever fuller par- 

ticipation of the working people in all fields of the econo- — 
mic, social and political life, the question of a constant 

strengthening of the socialist consciosness of people becomes — 
a first-class factor for the further successful guiding of the 

development of society. The Socialist Alliance, the ideologi- 

cal-political base of which is the building of socialism and 

which represents a powerful political foundation of the sy- 

stem of direct social democracy, has as one of its main 

tasks the continuous, consolidation and strengthening of the 

ideoiogical-political unity of the working people, the adop- 

tion of a unified attitude in all principled questions of socialist 

construction.

»can be progressive and serve socialism; it combines thinking 
with practice, the word with the deed, the aspiration with 
feasibility“. 

Even thus far the Socialist Alliance has made great ef- 
forts toward the achievement of such a unity, being one of 
the protagonists of all conscious actions. Those efforts have 
been productive of great results. The force of socialist con- 
sciousness did not manifest itself in the ranks of the League 
of Communists alone. A socialist consciousness has ceaselessly 
spread in the Socialist Alliance and other mass organizations. 
It has grown, waxed stronger through the emancipation of 
millions of men from the earlier living conditions, from the 
patrimony of prejudices and, past concepts. It has gained in 
strength through the strengthening of individuals, the streng- 
thening of the role of our country’s citizens in society, 
through the liquidation of that which humiliated man’s per- 
sonality, killed the faith in man among people. Therein is re- 
flected, too, one of the greatest realizations of the League

a: In our internal development we have passed through se- 

al periods rich in events and successful in results of so- 
alist development. Learning from our own successes and 
Knesses as well as the successes and weaknesses of the 
our movements of other countries, each individual and all 
r organizations have amassed experience and become more 
lature and critical toward own realizations, toward own pos- 
ities and toward the immediate tasks due to be solved by us 
in the coming period. The strongly accented revolutionary 
‘romanticism characterizing our generation has been constantly 
combined with revolutionary realism and the realizations of 
revolutionary practice. As a result, the Programme is not 
turned toward the past exclusively, but predominantly toward 
the present, with an effort to throw a little more light on the 
_ immediate future. 


OUR SOCIALIST BUILDUP IS A COMPONENT PART 
OF THE WORLD SOCIALIST PROCESS 


HEREIN, in fact, lies the value of the Programme of 
Fe the League of Communists of Yugoslavia as the do- 
-cument of a Marxist party. In the last years similar efforts 
_ were to be noted in the case of some other-Communist par- 
ties as well which, like ourselves, had felt the need of a more 
thorough of contemporary problems. But the present campaign 


. against socialist Yugoslavia is bound to have a negative effect _ 


on similar future efforts creatively to approach an elaboration 
' of the contemporary problems and tasks of the labour mo- 
-yement. The Programme of the League of Communists of Yu- 
goslavia is prevalently turned toward internal problems, own 
- experiences and own future tasks in building socialism, and it 
is here that its greatest value occurs. With the adoption of 
the Programme a task was realized which the Sixth Congress 
in 1952 had set to the League of Communists of Yugoslavia. 
_Even though we have enacted the Programme on account of 
- our own needs and tasks, it could not but go into a treat- 
-ment of wider problems, into an analysis of the international 
situation and the problems of the international labour mo- 
-vement. All the more so since our socialist buildup is not some 
isolated striving for socialist, but a component part of the 
world socialist process. Every tangible success of socialism 
‘makes our struggle easier, too, the same as the failures of 
socialist forces handicap the building of socialist in our 
country. It is comprehensible, hence, why the Programme 
transcends the borders of our country in its importance. In 
the present anti-Yugoslav campaign it is often cited that by 
enacting the Programme we have reputedly desired to impose 
our attitudes upon international labour movement. Events have 
shown that it is difficult to impore particular attitudes upon 
another, especially it they are inadequale and wrong. Adequate 
‘attitudes can only serve another as an experience, the same 
as we benefit by the experience of others. 


They do not reguire to be imposed, but they blaze the 
trail with the force of their truthfulness, and they are impo- 
sed by life and practice itself, even if with delay. Marx, En- 

gels and Lenin did not impose their attitudes on anyone, but

tae the Programme was being prepared it had been © 
impossible to presume that so many bitter attacks will — 
be devoted to it. But even those attacks apparently are de- — 


signed to divert attention from those essential problems which 
are treated in it, that is, those problems which the develop- 


ment of socialism itself had placed on the agenda and the — : 
solving of which obviously cannot be put off for long. There- | 


fore, it is pertinent to call attention to the danger lest the 
present campaign against socialist Yugoslavia influenced the 
organizations of the Socialist Alliance to neglect the questions 
of internal development which are mostly treated in the Pro- 
gramme. and which are crucial for future successes in the 
striving for socialism in our country. The preparations sur- 
rounding the Seventh Congress, the proceedings of the Con- 
gress, the preparation of the Programme have all been cha- 
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racterized by a treatment of internal questions predominantly. — 


However, the noise that has been raised about the Program- 
me and the Congress has impressed the Congress with the 
stamp of an exclusively international event of first class im- 
portance, overlooking its factual substance and. significance 
for our development. 


This may influence our cadres and our public to some 
extent to devote more attention to the international aspect 
of the Seventh Congress at the expense of the large number 
of tasks from the domain of internal development. Interesting 
in this respect is the reaction of the member of the Politburo 
of the Norwegian Communist Party, Jerger Foocht, who at- 
tended the Congress and on returning to Norway noted that 
the press there had exclusively treated the Seventh Congress 
as an international event. 


In an interview to the party organ ,,Frihetein“ Foocht 
stated: ,The descriptions of the proceedings of the past Con- 
gress which I have read are so inaccurate that one who has 
attended it must wonder whether he might not have attended 
some congress other than the one covered by those accounts. 
First of all, I should like to underline that Yugoslavia is a 
country which is building socialism. From the reports read and 
the discussion, in my visits to enterprises and in my con- 
versations I have gained fundamental impressions of the way 
in which socialism is being built in Yugoslavia. The purpose 
of my trip, inter alia, has been to gain a better acquaintance- 
ship with the way in which Yugoslav Communists are reali- 
zing a socialist transformation of their country in practice.

i B* INDICATING the importance of solving internal 


tasks and according priority to those tasks, I do not 
mean that the questions of international relations and the 
problems of the international labour movement should be ne- 
glected. The Programme of the League of Communists of Yu- 
goslavia pays great attention to those questions. A good deal 
has been said about them in the reports at the Seventh Con- 


~ gress, in the discussion and in the Resolution of the Congress. 


_ The two months that have elapsed since the Seventh 
Congress reveal the rightness of our anxiety regarding the 
further development of international relations. It is becom- 
ing increasingly clear that we are passing through a new pe- 
riod of the international situation which is not auspicious 
for an easing of tensions. It is true that even today it is 
talked a great deal about peace, co-existence, peace-loving 
declarations and statements are given, but in practice much 
more is being done toward an augmentation and perfecting 
of war techniques, toward installation of bases for rocket 
weapons, toward increasing the war budgets, toward a further 
strengthening of bloc self-isolation. The moment the fire of 
some local war has subsided two or three fresh hotbeds spring 
up somewhere else. The point has been reached that the value 
of international goods exchanges today is lesser than the re- 
sources being invested for military purposes. 


In such a situation we consider that new and more ener- 
getic efforts are needed on the part of all peace-loving forces 
to stop a further deterioration of the international situation 
and seek out an escape from the present impasse. 


OUR COUNTRY HAS DONE AND IS DOING 
EVERYTHING IN FAVOUR OF PEACE 


IKE heretofore, our country will do everything in that 

respect which depends on it to give its contribution. 
even if modest, toward a reduction of tensions. Also hitherto 
the whole foreign-political activity of socialist Yugoslavia has 
proceeded under the auspices of a resolute struggle for peace 
and a comprehensive equal international cooperation. Guard- 
ing the independence and security of our country, we have 
toward upholding of actions favouring 
peace. In addition, we have resolutely supported the liberating 
struggle of colonial peoples because the independence and 
freedom of those peoples inflict blows on the policy of im- 
perialism and war, contributing to a strengthening of peace- 
loving and progressive forces. Our country has invariably 
acted constructively in all international organizations with 
which we are affiliated, and especially in the United Nations 
Organization. 


Such a policy has been unanimously upheld by the mem- 
bership of the Socialist Alliance and all working people of 
our- country. The Seventh Congress, too, has extended a strong 
and unitied support to such a policy, and the Programme of 
the League of Communists of Yugoslavia has generalized the 
experiences gained and provided a solid base for the further 
continuation of the present policy.

THE LOGIC OF THE PRESENT ANTI-YUGOSLAV

S FOR the present anti-Yugoslay campaign which is 

conducted by the leaderships of some Communist par- 
ties and which is flaring up more and more from day to day, 
it only confirms the particular analyses which have been ad- 
vanced in the Programme of the League of Communists of 
Yugoslavia and testifies to their accuracy. 

The question arises: what is the attitude of the Socialist 
Alliance of the Working People of Yugoslavia to the present 
campaign, which, formally, is conducted under the sign of 
struggle against the Seventh Congress and the Programme of 
the League of Communists of Yugoslavia? 


It is clear to all of us that what is involved is not at 
all the Programme and the individual formulations which were 
brought out .at the Congress.

rious scientific effort more comprehensively to iL 
luminate the individual questions treated by the Programme — * 


be bound to deport ourselves attentively and with understand- 
ing toward such analyses and criticism. Such a constructive 
effort would mean a contribution to the further development 
of Marxist thinking. But we are equally bound to reject for- 
geries, imputations, insinuations, which are peddled wnder 
the sign of criticism“, and call them by their true name. 


How absurd, for example, and how untenable from a 
scientific point of view is the theory that the danger from 
dogmatism is greater in the one year, and from revisionism 
in the other year. In 1948 revisionism had been pronounced 
as the other danger. In 1955 a struggle was launched against 
dogmatism as the greatest danger. This year a hue and cry has 
again been raised against revisionism. It looks as through the 
greatest danger from revisionism occurs in the even years, and 
from dogmatism in the odd years. However, we consider that, 
both in the even and the odd years, the same principles hold, 
that both factual revisionism and factual dogmatism are equally 
dangerous. | ; 

Instructive in that respect is Lenin’s attitude when, 
speaking about the struggle against revisionism in his ,,The 
Infantile Diseases of Leftism in Communism“, he simulta- 
neously issued a warning against the danger of dogmatism, 
pointing out that dogmatism is only born in the years directly 
after the October Revolution. If in Lenin’s time dogmatism 
was only in the cradle, in diapers, during the past four decades 
it has grown up to be a big mustachioed affair, become so 
strong and active as to be capable of carrying out a dogma- 
tic revision in a series of fields of the striving for socialism, 
which is particularly manifest in the present anti- Yugoslav 
campaign as well. 

During the two months of the public anti-Yugoslav cam-~- 
paign, this has passed through several stages, to assume its 
true physiognomy such as it had to assume when it is started 
from unprincipled positions and when that campaign is con- 
ducted against. the interests of the labour movement integrally. 

In the first days the campaign was covered with the 
mantle of: ,,comradely criticism“, but this mantle was soon 
shed. The chief arguments today are: ,Judas silver“, ,,the 
striking force of imperialism“, ,,the Trojan horse“, etc. Even 
unwittingly one is made to wonder why then did they make 
such efforts to drag that ,Trojan horse“ into the socialist 
camp? If the authors of the vilifications and defamations 
believed what they are writing and saying, they ought to 
thank us for refusing to join the camp. 


FROM A CAMPAIGN TO FABRICATION OF POLICE- 
JUDICIAL DOCUMENTS 


OWEVER, all those vvilifications reflect something 
else — a resurrection of the year 1948 and all that 
it has meant for the labour movement. True, today some fre- 
quently repeat the refrain that ,,there is no return to 1948", 
even those who relish the methods from the time of the Co- 
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nf Salle heh: Saeemcnatee the igee f ho 
‘and the policy of the Cominform are in. the la- 
Pincwenice: and how intense the spontaneous resistance 


has caused such damage to the interests of socialist deve- 
- lompent. From that point of view, there is a difference bet- 
n 1948 and 1958. Ten years ago a huge number of people 
id believed in the correctness of Stalin’s policy. Today 
oples have no confidence in the anti-Yugoslav campaign. 
A situation has been created in which millions of people 
think one thing, and are forced to read and hear another 
thing. A deep gulf has arisen between what is officially said 
-and what people think and feel. 


In four days it will be ten years since the appearance of 


this anniversary be marked by oblivion. But those forces 
which had determined the policy of the Cominform ten years 
ago have actively taken the stage again and have seen to 
it that neither 1948 nor 1958 be forgotten. In the last weeks 
we have heard assertions, as I have already said, that there 
is no return to the methods of the Cominform. However, rea- 


lity disavows those assertions, too. The methods have been 
revived of a tremendous propaganda, and also partly poli- 
tical and economic, pressure against socialist Yugoslavia from 
the period of the Cominform. The last campaign had caused 
us direct economic losses amounting to 600,000 million di- 
nars. According to rough estimates, the propaganda campaign 
alone during five years had cost the socialist countries about 
400 million dollars. ? 


The present campaign follows the same logic. It is still 
premature to state the amount of the direct loss for the de- 
velopment of our economy due to the calling-off of economic 
arrangements on the part of the Soviet Union. But one 
thing is clear. By calling off the credits, it had been intended 
to undermine the realization of the Perspective Plan, similar 
to 1948, when it was attempted to prevent the realization of 
the first Five Year Plan through economic blockade. The 
calculation is simple. If the Perspective Plan in undermined, 
then workers’ self-government, as the strongest lever of our 
socialist development, will also suffer economic failure. The 
calling-off of credits is being motivated by Marxism-Leninism 
and proletarian internationalism. On the other hand, a huge 
propaganda pressure is brought to bear, again under the sign 
of Marxism and Leninism and proletarian internationalism, 
that we renounce utilization of credits from the West. If 
we were to accept such an interpretation of Marxism-Leninism, 
we would bring our economy into a difficult situation, and 
by that token our internal development as well. With this 
we would fulfil the intents and expectations of the critics“ 
to lead socialist construction into a blind alley. However 
also we have learned a few things from Marxism. The pre- 
sent campaign against Yugoslavia, in the field of propaganda 
alone, similarly demands huge expenses. During the course 
of May ,,Pravda* has carried 57.5 columns, that is, a full 
9,5 pages, of materials against Yugoslavia. When one takes 
account of other newspapers and periodicals, of the cost of 
newsprint, of the radio broadcasts and the cost of the broad- 
casts, it follows, according to rough estimates, that the 
anti-Yugoslav campaign in the field of propaganda, during 
the month of May, has cot the socialist countries about 
half a billion dinars. 


However, that is merely the approximate cost. That sum, 
for example, excludes the Chinese manual of anti-Yugoslav 
articles which had been published in a record number of 
copies for China — eight millions. If the cost per copy be 
only fifty dinars, which is the very least, then that manual 
alone has cost 400 millions dinars to produce. In this way, 
if the campaign is continued at this rate, the credits which 
had been intended for the erection of the aluminium com-

I N STUDYING the materials of the Seventh Congress 
special attention should be paid to the weaknesses 
and shortcomings in the work of the organizations of the So- ~ 
cialist Alliance, to criticism of negative manifestations, and 
possibilities should be sought out to eliminate the weaknes- 
ses and shortcomings. One should not, on account of the 
reputed ,,criticism“ and campaign against our country from 
without, neglect criticism from within, our own constructive 
criticism, which has always enabled us to pinpoint and eli- 
minate our own weaknesses. 

Work on perusal of the materials of the Seventh Con- 
gress should be utilized toward a further organizational 
strengthening of the Socialist Alliance. Political activity, ideo- 
logical reinforcement, a further growth of socialist conscious- 
ness must be accompanied by organizational consolidation as 
well as a numerical growth of the membership of the So- 
cialist Alliance. 

In hitherto work toward familiarization with the mate- 
rials of the Seventh Congress it has proved a highly positive 
practice that as many members as possible of the Socialist 
Alliance attend the meetings of the orginazitions of the 
League of Communists at which the Congress materials are 
perused.

Nonetheless the United Arab Re-

- sident Nasser on several occasions in 
his speeches held in Damascus, strives 
only towards peace in order to build 
up and raise the standard of living of 
its 28 million inhabitants. It does not 
cherish any aggressive or expansionist 
intentions but remains vigilant, re- 
turning friendship for friendiship and 
countering all challenges by  reso- 
lutely.

All the principles of the policy of 
the United Arab Republic derive from 
its aspirations to peace: its foreign 
policy is inspired by peace. However 
its task in this domain is far from 
easy. 

The United Arab Republic is located 
in a region which is exposed to uphe- 
avals of all kinds, the hysteria of mi- 
litary blocs, the sometimes brutal re- 
action of colonialism which surrounds 
our Republic and which rightly con- 
siders it a direct threat to the obscure 
activities which derive from the con- 
flict of colonialist interests and which 
instead of contributing to the pacifi- 
cation of spirits in this domain only 
foment cold war antagonisms. 


In the minds of all these upheavals 
and their adverse effects there emerged 
a strong and positive movement which 
causes serious concern in certain 
quarters and therefore provoked the 
slanders launched against our young 
republic. This movement consists in the 
struggle waged by the Arab peoples 
to free themselves and show their so- 
lidarity with the great idea of free- 
dom and unity embodied in the United 
Arab Republic.

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In the conflict of blocs and anti- 


blocs, economic assistance extended 
under certain conditions and pressures 
the world is still unable to forget, 
Egypt and Syria have armed themsel- 
ves by an identical policy already 
prior to their unification. This policy 
primarily consists in the defence of 
their independence, non-alignment in 
blocs and the adoption of the attitude 
that they should strengthen the idea 
of peaceful coexistence which repre- 
sents a moral force of no little signi- 
ficance by their example and deeds. 
This policy was also manifested in the 
positive way of unification and consti- 
tution of the United Arab Republic 
which, as no one will deny, represents 
the mainstay of active coexistence and 
peace in this part of the world. 

The United Arab Republic is a big 
country of the Middle East.. Therefore 
it is primarily concerned with the 
numerous problems of this region. 
The one million Arab refugees from 
Palestine is one cf its most acute pro- 
blems, this also being an issue that 
faces the conscience of mankind as a 
whole and which would have been 
settled had the UN Resolutions on 
Palestine been respected and applied. 
The Arab countries are also confronted 
by the problem of colonialism in all 
its aspects with which the United 
Arab Republic must also cope. 

However the United Arab Republic 
is not hemmed in by these regional 
problems which it intends to resolve 
by consistently applying the principle 
of active coexistence which also de- 
termined the attitudes adopted on the 
major and difficult problems of our 
times such as the ban of nuclear wea- 
pons, the emancipation of colonial 
peoples and their respect of indepen- 
dence of small countries. 

This policy is generally known and 
its imperatives dictate on the one hand 
non-alignment in military blocs, the 
refusal of all economic aid with con- 
ditions attached to it as well as the 
rejection of every policy aiming at 
the division of the world into spheres 
of interest: on the other hand these 
imperatives dictate the easement of 
international tension and consolida- 
tion of peace. These two imperatives 
merge and derive from the same prin- 
ciple in view of the fact that the di- 
vision of the world into antagonistic 
blocs is the main reason underlying 
the tension which besets the world. 

This policy is illustrated by the 
attitudes taken by the United Arab 
Republic at international conferences 


and in international organizations. — 
Our republic moreover is not the only 
country that is following this road. 
After the conferences in Bandung, 
Cairo and Accra the peoples of Af- 
rica and Asia consolidated their po- 
sitions knowing that they: can count 
on the moral forces that act through- 
out the world. 

The forthcoming visit to Yugoslavia 
— which is also one of the pillars of 
such a policy — substantiates this fact 
and indicates the enormous scope of 
action outside of the blocs. Conse- 
quently it is in the light of streng- 
thening this line of policy and the 
fresh prospects it should offer in the 
present international situation, that. 
one should contemplate the forth- 
coming exchange of views between the 
two presidents. 

In point of fact the manifold co- 
operation between our two countries 
is not of so recent date. Both pro- 
vinces of the United Arab Republic 
have been maintaining the best rela- 
tions with Yugoslavia for years. In the 
field of international policy the two 
countries were always on the same 
side, the side of freedom, mutual 
respect, justice and the condemnation 
of every recourse to force. This solida- 
rity not only yielded excellent results, 
but also improved the relations bet- 
ween our two countries still further. 
The Arab people appreciate the value 
of the attitudes adopted by Yugoslavia 
towards these problems objectively. 
They will not forget the moral -assis- 
tance of the Yugoslav peoples and its 
leaders during the tripartite aggression 
on Egypt and the slanderous campaign 
launched against Syria for the pur- 
pose of justifying the policy of inti- 
midation and pressure pursued against 
that country. 

Cooperation between Yugoslavia and 
the United Arab Republic transcends 
the political framework in order to 
find a solid basis in this economic 
and cultural field. There are trade 
agreements between Yugoslavia and 
the two provinces and commodity 
exchange is developing from year to 
year. All this warrants the prevision 
that economic agreements of a great 
significance will be concluded as a 
result of the visit made to Cairo by 
the delegation of Yugoslav experts 
headed by Mr. Granfil. One should 
also mention the exchange of expe- 
riences which represents an extremely 
important element of this cooperation 
for our Republic, in view of the fact 
that due to their realism the Yugoslav 


ial 


experiences in the technical, industrial 
and social domain as well as the field 
of labour are extremely valuable for 
us. The delegation of the ministers for 
social welfare and labour headed by 
ministers Chafi and Hamdoune’ who 
visited Yugoslavia last month consti- 
tutes a concrete manifestation which 
is also highly desirable in future co- 
operation. 

In the cultural field, attention is 
also drawn to the broad possibilities 
of cooperation between Yugoslavia and 
the United Arab Republic. The Agre- 
ement on cultural exchanges and co- 
operation signed last year laid sound 
foundations of this cooperation which 
already existed in fact. The young stu- 
dents from the United Arab Republic 
are arriving to Yugoslavia in ever 
geat numbers for the purpose of fini- 
shing their higher studies there: the 
exchange of scholarship students has 
already begun and will increase from 
year to year. 


There can be no doubt that the 


two heads of state, Abdel Nasser and 


Tito will also aim at examining all 


the possibilities for the more concrete 
development of these relations. 


This meeting will on the other hand 


enable the two fighters for peace to 


study questions of mutual concern at. 


Brioni as well as the difficult pro- 
blems that beset the world of today 
such as nuclear weapons, nuclear ex- 
periments, disarmament, the unremit- 
ting international tension, the pros- 
pects for a summit conference and the 
positive role the non-aligned countries 
could play at such a conference. 

The friendship and cooperation bet- 
ween Yugoslavia and the United Arab 
Republic constitute an example which 
should be respected in inter-state re- 
lations. We would wish that both big 
and small countries alike be inspired 
by the sound and solid principles 


which constitute the foundations of 
this cooperation.

Anti-Y ugoslav. Campaign in the Press 
of the East European Countries 


(May and June 1958) 


The press of the Soviet Union, cer- 
tain Eastern European countries and 
China, before the outbreak of the anti- 
Yugoslav campaign, published very 
few reports about Yugoslavia compa- 
red with-the amount our press wrote 
about them. From November 1, 1957 
to March 1958, for example, the So- 
viet press and radio published only 63 
news items and articles about Yugo- 
slavia, while in the same period two 
Beograd papers, BORBA and POLITI- 
KA, published 611 news items, com- 
mentaries and other articles and re- 
forts from Moscow, 

But since the beginning of the cam- 
paign against Yugoslavia and the Pro- 
gramme and conceptions of the League 
of Communists of Yugoslavia, the press 
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of China, the Soviet Union, Albania, 
Bulgaria, East Germany, Hungary, Ru- 
mania, Czechoslovakia, North Korea, 
the People’s Republic of Mongolia and 
Poland have published over 90 long 
articles directly attacking both So- 
cialist Yugoslavia and Congress and 
Programme of the League of Commu- 
nists of Yugoslavia. Further more, in 
this period an equal number of articles 
was published indirectly attacking our 
country, while hundreds of newspaper 
columns were devoted to the reprinting 
of articles, and the publishing of an- 
noucements, statement declarations and 
news designed for the anti-Yugoslav 
campaign. 

In addition to this the press of these 
countries gave wide publicity to the

speeches of various leaders in the 


Eastern European countries, the USSR’ 


and China, which directly or indirectly : 


attacked Yugoslavia, on such occasions 
as during the celebration of the 140th 
birthday aniversary of Marx in Chi- 
na, Mongolia and North Korea, at the 
pre-Congress gatherings of the Com- 
munist Party in Bulgaria and especially 
at the Congress itself, during the con- 
sultations of the Organisation for Mu- 
tual Economic Cooperation of the 
eastern countries and at the Warsaw 
Pact meeting in Moscow, at the elec- 
tion meeting in Albania and in the 
People’s Assembly of Albania, at the 
Congress of the Slovak Communist 
Party, at the Congress of the Czecho- 
slovak Communist Party, etc. 

The announcement of the Hungarian 
Ministry of Justice of the sentence and. 
execution of Imre Nagy and his com- 
panions, or rather the insinuations 
against Yugoslavia contained in this 
ennouncement, was a special signal for 
intensifying the anti-Yugoslav campa- 
ign in the press of these countries. 


THE CHINESE PRESS 


Braham Prakash, leader of the Indian 
Good Will Mission, who spent 44 days 
in China and Korea, declared to Indian 
journalists after returning from China that 
»the Chinese press was fiercely criticising 
Yugoslavia“. I must admit, said Prakash, 
I have become tired of reading so many 
criticisms of Yugoslavia in the Chinese 
press". The Chinese press is certainly 
among the first in the number of its di- 
rect attacks on Yugoslavia and on the 
Programme and conceptions of the League 
of Communists of Yugoslavia. After the 
director of the Senior Party School in Pe- 
king made his attack on the Programme 
of the League, at the celebration of the 
anniversary of Karl Marx's birth, and the 
atacks at the Chinese Communist Party 
Congress, the Chinese press published a 
series of articles which were reprinted by 
all the leading papers in the eastern Eu- 
ropean countries and the USSR. On May 
6, Radio Peking announced that 180 mem- 
bers countries and the Chinese Association 
of Philosophers would make a critical 
analysis of the Programme of the League 
of Communists of Yugoslavia, and that 
this task was gradually being fulfilled. 
Besides this, the Chinese papers. published 
nearly all the articles from the eastern 
European countries and the USSR in which 
the League of Communists of Yugoslavia 
was attacked, as well as passages from 
the speeches of various leaders of these 
countries in which Yugoslavia was attacked 
(those of Pospelov at the Academy. in Mos- 
cow, Khrushchev at the Congress of the 
Bulgarian Communist Party, Kirichenko at

In the absence of 
argument they resorted to the ,arguments“ 


of 1948 which shed special light on the 
aims and character of the policy which 
those countries initiated against Yugosla- 
via.

Our review will continue in the future

Boer NTS CONEERENCE 


L. ERVEN 


poe GOVERNMENT representatives of Tunisia, Mo- 
rocco and the Algerian National Liberation Front 
convened in Tunis at a conference on the Algerian pro- 
blem in the second half of June. This meeting differs in 
many ways from the previous conferences held two months 
ago in Tangiers, primarily by their composition as Ma- 
rocco and Tunisia were represented by their leading po- 
litical parties at the former conference, while taking part 
in Tunisia through their government representatives. 
This modified character of the Tunis conference also in- 
fluenced its work and the decisions brought, as government 
representatives are also hampered by greater considera- 
tions and broader responsibilities than party representa- 
tives. 

It was expected, judging by the press comments that 
preceded the conference, that decisions will be brought 
in Tunisia on the further measures for. the realization of 
the dicisions of the Tangiers conference, especially with 
regard to the constitution of a joint advisory assembly of 
the three Maghreb countries and with regard to the 
creation of an Algerain Government. No such decisions 
were brought, however. This by no means implies that 
these problems were not dealt with at the conference. 
But if they were included in the agenda, then their omis- 
sion from the communique would indicate failure to reach 
agreement on them. It could not be assumed that any 
participant at the conference renounced the decisions of 
the Tangiers conference as these decisions coincide with 


the attitudes of all three partners on the Algerian problem 
and were also reconfirmed in the communique of this con- 
ference. It could only be assumed that certain new cir- 
cumstances on which the assessment of the political expe- 
diency of these decisions depends appeared at present, 
due to the changes which occured during the past two 
months with regard to the solution of the Algerian pro- 
blem both in France and in the relations between France, 
Tunisia and Morocco. In view of their nature these cir- 
cumstances could have exerted a greater influence on 
the attitudes of Tunisia and Marocco than on the atti- 
tudes of the Algerian Front of National Liberation. 
One of these circumstances consists in the improve- 
ment of French relations with Tunisia and Morocco and 
which was brought about upon the intiative of De 
Gaulle. It was particularly manifested in connection with 
the problem of stationing French troops on the territories 
of Tunisia and Marocco. Partial agreement on the subject 
has already been reached with Tunisia. De Gaulle has 
abandoned the attitude of distrustful exclusiveness towards 
Tunisia which characterized Franco-Tunisian relations so 
far, and also assumed the initiative to restore the former 
relations marked by confidence and cooperation with Mo- 
rocco. Both Tunisia and Morocco consider the evacuation 
of Franch troops as a major aim of their policy directed 
toward the promotion and consolidation of independence. 


Whether justly or not, it is believed in these coun- 
tries that De Gaulle is the only political personality at 
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present which has both the will, means and power to 
resolve the dispute with France and that only his go- 


vernment can provide a guarantee against the colo- — 


nialist pretensions which were manifested in the Algerian 
coup and whose extension to Tunisia and Morocco was 
seriously feared at the time. They likewise could not 
fail to notice that the Government of Felix Gaillard, whose 
ball hastened the coup of May 18, was overthrown after 
its decision to adopt the suggestions of the Anglo- 
American mediators in the Franco-Tunisian dispute and 
that its successor Pflimlin was ousted because of his fe- 
deralistic conceptions of the Algerian problem. This to a 


certain extent explains the fear among these countries of 


a situation which could be created in case of De Gaulle’s 
withdrawal or fall and which prompted Tunisia and Mo- 
rocco to show a certain degree of restraint and caution 
with regard to the decision of establishing a Consultative 
Assembly of the Maghreb and the creation of an Algerian 
government on which the third partner seems to have 
insisted and which would probably again have resulted 
in a crisis of the French relations with these countries. 


The assumption of power by De Gaulle marks the 
beginning of a far reaching reform in the organization of 
political authority in France. The system which De Gaulle 
intends to establish in France by means of a constitutional 
reform will probably broaden the possibilities of the 
French government of adoption a more flexible course of 
foreign policy and perhaps also devise a less rigid attitude 
in the solution of the Algerian problem. De Gaulle’s co- 
ming to power had a twofold effect on this problem. On 
the one hand it doubtless means the restriction and con- 
trol of the absolute influence wielded by the military cir- 
cles aud the Algerian colons concerning the settlement of 
the Algerian problem but on the other hand also no 
less implies a certain strengthening of the French position 
of the issue. While formerly the development of the 
Algerian problem largely depended on the changeable 
parliamentary constellations, inter-party relations and 
Pressure of non-party circles, it is today largely in the 
hands of De Gaulle at least as far as the French side 
is concerned. This has both favourable and unfavourable 
implications for the other side. 


De Gaulle’s position on the issue is not exclusively 
one of full and unconditional integration such as envi- 
sioned by the French extreme right and the generals con- 
cept of the French mission in North Africa, but it is 
also not the concept of Algerian independence. This is 
in fact only a concept of integration, improved by a cer- 
tain democratic procedure and political institutions of 
internal self-government which are considered of secondary 
importance in the Algerian circles. Stripped of its de- 
mocratic phraseology, based on the abstract conception 
of the tranformation of Algerians into Frencmen, this plan 
actualy rejects both the fundamental postulate of the 
Algerian Peoples Liberation Movement on the individua- 
lity of the Algerian people and the joint political pro- 
gramme of the Arab peoples of North Africa on unifi- 
cation. In the long run this concept boils down to-a 
simple formula: — when the entire French nation, inclu- 
ding also its Algerian part decides on the integration of 
Algeria through the referendum on constitutional reform, 
the French governmnet will, with the elected representa- 
tives of Algeria, seek an agreement on the internal po- 


litical and administrative organization of Algeria. It has 
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‘not yet been officially stated, how this organization is 


conceived on the French side, but certain symptoms indi- 
cate that it is based on an idea of a Federal system which 
would eventually be integrated in a broader confederation 
with the other associated states and former overseas pos- 
sessions of France and with Tunisia and Morocco. This 


would be a far reaching plan whose ultimate objectives 


are still not topical at present, nor can it be assumed 
with certainty that they will ever become topical. 

De Gualle’s plan is characteristic because it explicitly 
stated all that is unfavourable for the Algerian Liberation 
Movement and the countries of North Africa, while 
omitting the second part in which points in common 
could perhaps be found and which could eventually 
enable a compromise settlement for the first part to be 
reached. Owing to such a method of approaching the 
Algerian problem, De Gaulle’s plan met with the re- 
solute opposition of the Arab countries of North Africa 
and the Algerian Liberation Movement. 

The communique issued after the Tunis conference 
limited itself mainly to the definition of attitudes to- 
wards De Gaulle’s plan. This attitude is unfavourable and 
the conference resolutely rejected it. It also rejected all 
that is implicitly contained in this plan namely integration. 
The conference was extremely severe in condemning inte- 
gration which denies the right of the Algerian people to 
its national individuality, independence and sovereignty. 
It considers such a concept reactionary even by compa- 
rison with the policy of the former French governments 
and foresees the intensification of the ,murdorous war“ 
against the Algerian people as the sole consequence of 
its implementation. The three delegations confirmed the 
previous policy of the Arab peoples in North Africa and 
again resolutely proclaimed ,,the inalienable right of the 
Algerian people to sovereignty and independence”. 

However, in reading certain passages of the co- 
munique one gains the impression that the participants 
in the conference have not lost all hope of a peaceful 
settlement of the Algerian problem and that ways may 
yet be found to end the war in Algeria. Perhaps this was 
one of the reasons underlying the postponement of the de- 
cisions on the formation of a Consultative Assembly and 
Algerian government which would in a certain sence 
have constituted a fait accompli. At any rate this postpo- 
nement must be taken as a constructive effort on the part 
of the Arab countries of North Africa to avoid an in- 
crease of tension and leave the door open for a com- 
promise solution. ‘ 
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K / senegal has passed since the outbreak of the inter- 

nal crisis in the-Lebanon. During this short interval 

_ the crisis which was first manifested in the form of a general 

_ strike developed into a full blown civil war. The Government 

_ of Prime Minister Sami es Solh, notwithstanding the armored 

cars received from the US, is almost powerless in the face of 

the growing resistance of the opposing National Front. The 

forces of the opposition are holding vast regions of the 

_ country under their control and their detachments are succes- 
_ fully resisting the government troops even in the capital. 


“ Although an internal problem of the country by all its 

_ characteristics, the Lebanese crisis has become a new factor 
of tension on the international scene. This is due to the 
same causes which underlie the general instability of peace in 
the Middle East. By interfering actively in the Lebanese 
events the big powers, primarily the USA and Great Britain, 
are preventing this people from choosing their path of future 
development themselves. If there were no foreign interference, 
the disorders in this country which may well be considered 
insignificant in terms of might and size, would remain within 
the limits of its internal political decision and there would 
ne no danger that the conflict will spread. 


CAUSES AND ESSENCE 


HE FORMAL demands made by the opposition are 

limited to the resignation of President Chamoun. The 
insurrection also began when Chamoun made known his de- 
cision to run for the Presidency a second time this being 
contrary to the constitution. The constitutional provisions are 
only the immediate cause however and not the essential rea- 
son of the insurrection. 


It is quite certain that the motives for the armed re- 
belion lie on a deeper principled disagreement on foreign po- 
litical issues. The demand of the opposition is nothing but 
a symbolical expression of a deeper, revolutionary tendency 
of the resignation of the President but also the irrevocable 
discontinuance of the policy of the ruling part of the pro- 
western bourgeoisie. This is an undeniable fact today, just as 
it is no less certain that the Lebanon, irrespectively of Cha- 
mouns intention to run for a second term, could not have 


avoided facing its vital dilemma. 


This involves the complex but inexorable process of 
progressive political development in the Arab world, the re- 
volution which is fundamentally changing the old system in 
the Middle East based on poverty and semi-colonial subjec- 
tion. It was in the feeling of Arab national unity and the 
uncompromising decision to acquire and strengthen national 
independence that the contemporary Arab policy found the 
inspiration of its rebirth. This policy justly considers the 
resolute repudiation of the past through a policy of con- 
structive neutrality towards the existing blocs a prime condition 
for its subsistance and for the accomplishment of the aims of 
internal transformation. Either remain aloof of the cold war and 
military and ideological antagonisms between the blocs, outside 
of foreign influence and intervention in any form whatever, 
or again fall under the curse of foreign domination — this 
is the dilemma that faces the Arab policy as a matter of 
life and death. 


LEBANON BEFORE THE GREAT DECISION

As part of Arab nation, linked by many ties with its 
background, it was inevitable that the Lebanon shouldbe 
confronted with this decisive choice sooner or later. It was 
no less logical that the tidal waves of the Arab revolution 
would reach its shores some day. The fact that it happened 
precisely at this juncture can be explained by the logical 
course of events in the Middle East. The unification of Syria 
and Egypt which provided a unequivocal affirmation of the 
policy of Arab unity and independence broadened the Arab 
prospects and animated spirit so that this event naturally 


also had a strong impact on the process of differentiation in 
the Lebanon. 


By ignoring the historical events round its frontiers and 
turning exclusively to the West, the policy of President 
Chamoun necessarily came in conflict with its own people. 
The already precarious balance between the Moslem and 
Christian community based on the compromise of natural 
policy became extremely fluid already at the moment when 
Chamoun affixed his signature to the Eisenhower Doctrine. 
The Lebanese neutrality was thus deprived also of its formal 
aspect: it slowly dawned upon the Lebanese people that the 
policy of their President is neutral only as far as the vital 
Arab problems are concerned but not also with regard to the 
West and the instruments of bloc infiltration. 


Moreover from the moment when the concept of a free 
Arab way began gaining ground and enlisting the widespread 
support of the masses throughout the Middle East. Chamoun 
began demonstrating an excessive goodwill towards the Baghdad 
Pact, which, as a compromised element of bloc infiltration in 
this region is regarded with distaste by all Arabs. Hih accep- 
tance of military aid, under conditions which impose political 
obligations, really came at the worst possible time and only 
aggravated matters still further. 


Even if it may seem by some queer irony of fate, that 
Chamoun, who six years ago headed the Lebanese against the 
pro-western regime should become the symbol of these same 
influences one could by no means say that this is illogical. 
On the contrary, in the fateful all-Arab dilemma Chamoun 
found himself on the side of the class and economic interests 
of that wing of the national bourgeoisie from which he stems 
and which supports him. Linked with the sprawling network 
of western interests and ideas, this wing is striving by all its 
might to preserve its position by relying more closely on the 
western bloc. 


The fact that by adopting such line of policy Chamoun 
provoked the Lebanese public opinion against him, explains 
the reasons for the insurrection. The Lebanese people, both its 
Moslem part and the vast majority of Christians, unequivocally 
demanded the neutrality of their country but in the opposite 
sense towards the big powers and blocs, and not towards the 
independent non-aligned policy of Arab rebirth. It was under 
this slogan that the otherwise heterogenous opposition rallied 


into a new progressive movement — the broad National Front. 
Even the head of the Christian Maronite Church declared 
himself in favour of the idea of a national front, — national 


independence and active support of the political and social 
programme of the Arab revolution, and was therefore obliged 
to go to Rome to vindicate himself. 


Conséquently, the opposition front became the exponent 
of the progressive tendencies in the Lebanon which correspond 
to the vital needs and correctly interpreted interests of the 
country. 
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Contemplated in this light, the Lebanese events are due 


to no act of subversion from the neighbouring countries, nor 


a crisis in the relations between the Lebanon and the United 
Arab Republic as Chamoun and his foreign protectors would 
wish to prove. These events are an indissoluble part of the 
general movement in the Middle East and essentially represent 
a purely internal conflict between the government and op- 


position on a problem of major significance for the future of | 


the country: whether to continue along the old path which 
leads to unrest, suspicion and the bloc peril in the Arab world, 
or whether a restoration will take place in the spirit of soli- 
darity and active cooperation with the all-Arab independence 
movement. 


If anyone is due to answer this question, then it is the 
Lebanese people only. This is the crisis of the regime of their 
country and the only correct and permissible way to resolve 
it would be to let them decide on the issue themselves. 


THE PROBLEM OF FOREIGN INTERVENTION 


B* REFUSING to resign. Chamoun aggravated the situation 
in the country and prevented pacification. Worse still, 
he permited foreign factors to interfere in the situation in his 
country. In order to justify this in some way or other, by 
accusing the government in Cairo as the organiser of the in- 
surrection, he transformed his conflict with the people into 
an international problem. As such it is open at any time to 
foreign intervention of which concrete intimations have already 
been noted. The US and British governments have both offi- 
cially and unofficially stated that they are ready to come to 
the assistance of the Lebanese government by military inter- 
vention if necessary. It is unlikely that the British paratroopers 
stationed in Cyprus are there because of Cyprus, while it was 
already been admitted sotto voce that the manoeuvres of the 
US Sixth Fleet in the Eastern Mediterranenan indicate US 
determination to intervene in the Lebanon if necessary. One 
form of intervention has already been carried out: US armored 
cars have already arrived on the spot, it is true within the 
framework of the military assistance programe, but with the 
aim of settling the conflict in Chamoun’s favour. Finally the 
way in which the problem of western military intervention is 
treated in the US and western press (only the ,,appeal“ of the 
Lebanese government is awaited) leaves no doubt that this is

In view of these facts one may well sont whether the 
anti-Syrian tirades of Chamoun’s Foreign Minister in the Se- 
curity Council were not directed exclusively towards the crea-— 
tion of such a pretext for the commitment of the western 
powers. Did they not aim at preventing the consolidation of 
the Arab independent policy in the region of the Middle East 
which is slipping irretrievably from the grasp of bloc claws, 
and thus revive old feuds by active foreign intervention? It is’ 
hard to believe that the Lebanese government rejected the 
recommendation of the Council of the Arab League (to resolve 
the crisis by the mediation of the Arab countries) only be- 
cause this forum was not objective enough. 


At any rate, it is owing to the intimations of foreign 
intervention and not because of the crisis in the Lebanon, that 
the ominous shadow of a new conflict is now looming over 
the Middle East. Bloc policy is ready to defend every inch 
of its sphere of influence. The USSR replied to the US and 
British gambits by the warning that it will not remain indif- 
ferent. The old game is being resumed, bringing untold perils 


in its wake. 


Under the present circumstances, foreign intervention in 
Lebanese internal affairs would imply an extremely senseless 
and dangerous act of aggression. It is really astonishing how 
the western powers have forgotten and seem to have learned 
nothing from the recent past. Have not the actions in Suez 
and the attempt with Indonesia clearly indicated that the 
time of warships when two or three volleys could change the 
course of history is past? Nothing can be gained at present 
by such ventures, but much may be lost. ; 

It is quite certain that foreign intervention of any kind 
would be unable to resolve this purely internal Lebanese pro- 
blem. It could provoke still more serious unrest and deepen 
the breach in the Lebanon. 

Nor can the crisis in that country be resolved by United 
Nations action. However the United Nations are in a position 
to prevent what foreign military intervention would surely lead 
to, namely the spread of the conflict with imponderable con- 
sequences for peace, and not in the Middle East only. 

It is in this light that the efforts of Dag Hammarskjold 
be contemplated, while the settlement of the Lebanese crisis 
should be left to the people directly concerned. 


However, none of these moves consti- 
tute anything out of the ordinary in the 
series of tactical moves made hitherto by 
the many British governors in Cyprus who 
have taken their turn during the last ten 
years or so on that unquiet island. 


British manoeuvring in Cyprus, which 
enters a new phase with the latest plan of 
Harold Macmillan, has had a long and sad 
history. 

In proposing its fifth variant of the po- 
litical status of Cyprus, the British Go- 
vernment suggests that during the next se- 
ven years the Cyprian Greeks and Turks 
under British rule should come to an 


attention of the world public. One refers 
to the arrival of 2,000 paratroops of the 
sixteenth independent British brigade whose 
war troplhies are scattered over the Cyprian 
mountains and on the Suez Canal shores. 
The second refers to the latest plan, which 
shows what the British Government ima- 
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If one were ignorant of British tactics 
in Cyprus, it would seem that these two 
reports mutually canceled each other. At- 
tempts at regulating conditions on a ter- 
ritory, as diplomatic history shows, never 
bear fruit if they are accompanied by the 
landing of troops.

1 constitutes an attempt at the provi- 
onal internationalization of administra- 
tion on the island.

~ It cannot complain that for want of 
‘reasonable warnings it was led to take 
tash steps. It was warned from all sides 
that to maintain injustice by violence was 
tantamount to extinguishing fire with 
straw. British political history in Cyprus, 
vas hitherto pursued, has fed on the con- 
cept that resistance on the part of the 
Cyprian population should be crushed by 
the use of force, by threats, spryng, re- 
prisals — in order to create a vacuum of 
‘fear and vacillation and thus complete the 
list of moderate negotiators“ who would 
‘tesignedly sit down at the table and sign 
anything dictated to them from the Bri- 
tish Governor's office. 


But it has been shown that an atmo- 
sphere of armed pressure offers fewer 
“prospects for the establishment of peace 
in Cyprus than an atmosphere of nego- 
tiation. During the last few years the 
British have realized that the stubborn 
tesistance of the Cypriots issues from the 
fact that they refuse to be cheated at the 
same time pretend not to notice it. Their 
demand for the immediate realization of 
their right to  self-determination has 
been countered in the last few years 
by two British variants, both aimed at 
prospect for  realiza- 


blocking any 
tion. of the demand of the Cyprian 
population. One was that the Cypriots 


should utilize the principle of self-deter- 
mination only with the object deciding in 
favour of the British Commonwealth. The 
second, milder variant, implied British 
consent to the Cyprian demand for self- 
determination, but deferred the fulfilment 
of this demand to uncertain and distant 
future. 


A special obstacle in the way of reali- 
zation of the latest, fifth, British plan is 
the fact that nobody in Athens or Ankara 
agrees to it. Although the British Govern- 
ment maintains that the plan is inspired 
by the desire to conciliate the Cyprian 
Greeks and Turks, it is not clear how 
this could be achieved by a legal act in 
which, for example, no reference is made 
0 the possibility of ceding sovereignty over 
the island to the Cyprian population. 


tant political questions, and the right of. 
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In order to resist successfully the 
mounting pressure on the part of the Cyp- 
tian Greeks, the British artificially intro- 
duced the Turkish factor on to the Cy- 
prian political scene and fired the mas- 
ses with the idea of a division of the is- 
land, knowing well that they were thus 
putting off indefinitely their final depar- 
ture from that Mediterranean island, which 
is, nevertheless, inevitable. 


This encouragement of the Turkish mi- 
nority has altered the appearance of the 
Cyprian towns and villages. For example, 
Nicosia in the interests of its own security 
and for fear of massacres, is divided in 
two by barbed-wire so as to keep the lo- 
cal Greeks from the Turkish quarters. In 
the Cyprian towns, Greek houses in Tur- 
kish quarters have been burned down, 
while Cyprian Greeks have lost their lives 
in Turkish massacres. 


Having thus created an atmosphere of 
civil war, the British are now appearing, 
with their latest plan, as reconciling jud- 
ges“. The chief culprit appears both in 
the role of prosecutor and saviour. The 
fact that the ringing of church bells or 
the bursting of a type gives rise to panic 
and confusion among the Cyprian Greeks 
or Turks, is the result of British tactics 
and cunning manoeuvring in turning to 
account the instigated intolerance between 
Cyprian Greeks and Turks. 


When the plan was announced, it ap- 
peared that the British would neiher ac- 
cept the Turkish request for the division 
of Cyprus nor the Greek request for 
granting the right of self-determination to 
the Cyprian population, but only a kind 
of nebulous self-government is offered to 
the island, within the shadow of interna- 
tionalization. This cannot satisfy any of 
the interested sides. In view of the explo- 
sive atmosphere on the island, such pro- 
jetcs are no guarantee for a quieter fu- 
ture. 


The reasons for such British manoeuvr- 
ing are quite obvious. The British main- 
tain it is indispensable for world security 
and the ,,defence of the free world“ that 
Cyprus should be in their hands. This is 
doubtful even from the standpoint of the 
strategic logic of the Western powers. 
The Greeks say that firstly they, too, are 
members of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and secondly, that if Cyprus 
is joined to Greece on the basis of the 
principle of self-determination, an ar- 
rangement could be concluded with the 
British according which the latter would 
retain their military bases on that island. 

However, the true reasons for such Bri- 
tish tactics are quite different. For the 
British, Cyprus is the a key point on the 
Gibraltar — Libia — Malta — Cyprus -- 
Aden — Singapore axis. The British wish 
to retain this axis at all costs, as one of 
the remaining levers of power. The se- 
cond reason is oil: the military bases set 
up on the shifting Near East sand, are 


not adequate for guarding petroleum, and 
it is much safer to have a strong political 
fortress on the very threshold of the black 
gold region. The third reason is of a psy- 
chological nature: after the abandonment 
of Suez, Cyprus should be retained by all 
means, as the already undermined, founda- 
tions of imperial greatness might be com- 
pletely destroyed in the fire too of fre« 
quent defeats. 

Of course these motives in a way ex- 
plain the British attitude in Cyprus, but 
they do not justify it. Illusions can hardly 
struggle with reality on an equal footing. 

As regards the Greek attitude, which 
does not deflect from its ultimate goal — 
the right of the Cyprian population to self- 
determination — it should be noted that 
Athens never dreamed of the possibility of 
achieving this aim overnight. The reaction 
of the Greek Government to the latest 
British move testifies to the considerable 
political realism which inspires Greek po- 
licy in connection with the Cyprian pro- 
blem. Athens takes a very elastic attitude 
as to what should be done in the mean- 
time, until it is possible to implement the 
idea of granting self-determination rights 
to the Cyprian population. But Athens 
emphatically refuses to recognize any Tur- 
kish right to a role in solving the Cyprus 
problem. The Greek Government considers,- 
with sufficient argumentation — that the 
Cyprian problem is exclusively the concern 
of the Cyprian people and London. It 
justifies this attitude by the historical fact 
that Turkey renounced all its rights to 
participation in the administration of Cy- 
prus under the Lausanne Treaty of 1923. 
The attempt of the British Government 
to draw the Turkish Government into the 
circle of architects of a possible solution 
of the Cyprian problem is only an element 
of further aggravation of the situation, 
and an undesired instigation to Turkish 
political factors to make them even more 
inflexible and intolerant. 

The only thing to be done to prevent 
any aggravation of the present situation 
is the suggestion contained in the mes- 
sage of the Greek Premier Karamanlis to 
the British Government in connection with 
its latest plan — that this plan be aban- 
doned and forgotten and that another 
plan should be prepared, without Turkish 
participation, on the basis of bilateral 
talks between London and Athens — a 
plan which would be acceptable for most 
Cyprians. The attempt at the internatio- 
nalization of the Cyprian administration 
does not constitute a way out of the pre- 
sent impasse created through British hesi- 
tation to accept the facts in connection 
with Cyprus as they.really are. That is 
to say, the request of the majority of 
Cypriots should be taken into serious con- 
sideration this is that the future political 
status of Cyprus should be decided by a 
plebiscite, evhich would mean the acknow- 
ledgement of the right of the islanders to 
self-determination.

SCHOOL REFORM 


— CONTEMPORARY EDUCATIONAL PROBLEMS S 


Mitra MITROVIC 


Director of the Federal Institute for Studying School Problems 


LTHOUGH deep and far reaching changes were car- 

A ried out in the educational and school system during 

the post war period of socialist development the need arose 

for a still more thorough and comprehensive solution of the 
major problems in this field. : 

The changes implemented so far which were initiated in 
the immediate post war period also coincided with the de- 
amocratization of the educational system. Hence regular school 
cducation was rendered accessible to the broadest strata thus 
raising the general cultural standards of the people. Statistical 
data which we will not cite here for lack of space unequivocally 
confirm the enormous increase of the number of schools and 
pupils which is certainly the prime criterion of the democra- 
tization of the educational system. 

The prolongation of compulsory schooling of all children 
from a four to a seven or eight year period symbolizes the 
about turn reached in the school system. 


The unflagging and intensive efforts to free schools and 
education from the ideological and scientific vestiges of the 
past, national chauvinism, religious prejudice, academism and 
isolation from contemporary reality, and educate youth in the 
spirit of active participation in social and political life and 
socialist development also characterizes the road covered so far. 


The efforts made with a view to enabling the schools 
to yield numerous and highly technically trained graduates, 
although involving many difficulties, predominated in this pe- 
riod of development and brought relatively favourable results. 


Substantial funds were invested during the period under 
review for the purpose of reconstructing and expanding the 
material basis required for the normal development of schools 
which was limited in pre-war Yugoslavia and almost destroyed 
during the war. Few countries in the world made such efforts 
and, comparatively speaking, accomplished such notable results 
in the development of the school system. One should only 
glance ar the statistical data of pre-war Yugoslavia and com- 
paret hem w:th the other European countries in order to grasp 
the investments required in order to reach the average Euro- 
pean level in some fields of education. 


Nonetheless it became obvious in less than ten years time 
that the contemporary social development of our country as 
well as the development of education requires new and yet 
other solutions and changes in the field of education and 
schooling and the global educational policy. This logically 
gave rise to a clash between the tendencies of social deve- 
lopment and the structure both of the school system as a 
whole as well as the character of education and instruction 
acquired in schools. It was noted that the school system is 
lagging behind the progressive tendencies of social development, 
coucretly Yugoslav socialist development. But in what sense 
is it lagging behind? How to determine the fundamental, pro- 
blems which ought to be resolved in order to adjust the mo- 
vement of education with social development, concretely Yu- 
goslav socialist development? 
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Other extensive measures were taken primarily aiming at 
harmonizing. school life with the system of self-government and. 
the decentralization of administrative authority. The intro- 
duction of social management in schools brought two great 
accomplishments in school life: 1) the schools became more 
closely linked the social community, especially the commune,. 
thus acquiring a greater concern and interest for its pro- 
biems; 2) social management and the demand for the esta- 
blishment of pupils communities and participation of pupils — 
representatives in school committees, contributed to the crea- 
tion of new relations in schools, stimulated the pupils activity 
and initiative and laid the foundations for a different status: 
of pupils. 

Contemporary scientific progress and the more up to: 
date system of technical education in schools, necessitated the 
elimination of obsolete teaching and educational methdéds, 
while adjusting them to the needs of society and youth which 
will henceforth receive a broader and more up to date edu- 
cation both general and technical. 

It proved, however, that the periodical changes and mo- 
dification of the educational plans and programmes and the 
serious endeavours of some schools to modernize education 
were inadequate to prevent a certain degree of stagnation in 
this field. ; 


The educational system itself although partly modified 
since the war, especialy by the introduction of obligatory eight 
year schooling, and in spite of the ever grater number and 
variety of technical school could no longer cope with the 
tasks imposed by the sustained progress of the country and its 
economy. 

The problem of a thorough school feform was placed on 
the agenda of the highest government and social organs. The 
Federal Peoples Assembly also formed a Commission for 
School reform to examine the whole state of affairs and submit 
proposals for the reorganization of the school system and the 
internal reform of ‘the life and work of school activities.

* * 


FTER an exhaustive and comprehensive study of the 

main problems, cooperating broadly with experts and 
through a public discussion, the School Reform Commission put 
forward its proposals on the further course of educational 
development in 1957, The General Law on Schools and Edu- 
cation is at present before the Federal People’s Assembly. 
This Law formulates in appropriate legal terms the fundamental 
postulates of the Commissions on the aims of education and 
instruction, the basic outlines of the school system, the prin- 
ciples of the internal life and work of schools, regulates the 
rights of citizens to education, and elaborates the provisions 
on the social management and financing of schools. It schould 
be noted in this context that the General Law is also partly 
regulating the existing state of affairs (there being no Federal 
Law on Schools so far) while at the same time providing a 


~t 


‘ the gradual reform of schools in accordance with the 
itentions stated in the proposals of the commission, 

_ The concept of the all-round development of young men 
and women, the development of all their intellectual, physical 
d moral faculties and values, their education in the spirit 
socialist humanism and mutual respect, both among indi- 
uals and peoples predominated in the formulation of the 
aims of education and instruction in all schools. | 

_ Based on a scietific view of the world in permanent 
‘contact with contemporary scientific achievements, instruction 
will always aim at extending a broader culture and more 
‘modern education. Needless to say, the social purpose of the 
individual type of school will determine the pattern of this 
education, while even in the most highly specialized schools 
physical, moral and aesthetic education will not be neglected. 
‘In the same way the general educational schools ought to 
vemerge from the narrow framework of academic education in 
the conventional sence of the word and impart practical 
skills and a general technical education to their pupils. 


Essentially the new school reform will aim at strengthening 
cand developing primarily the basis of the educational system 
— the elementary eight year school which should in the 
foreseeable futre embrace all children from 7—15 years of 
age and give them a basic general education. 

Further the draft of the new school system insists on 
the creation if different schools in the second cycle, especially 
the promotion of schools for skilled workers to which only 
applicants with compulsory eight year education will be 
eligible. This will substantially raise the educational level of 
skilled workers. The so called secondary schools will undergo 
substantial changes in their internal organization with regard 
to the possibilities for the choice of the individual fields for 
which to train and prepare. Facitilites will likewise be created 
by means of various courses for the acquisition of a certain 
preparatory grounding in some technical and social services. 

The extension of the right to education is also emphasised 
by special provisions enabling every citizen, irrespectively 
whether regularly graduated from the given schools, to raise 
his academic qualifications up to university level. Sup- 
“plementary adult education should play an important role 
in this sense and efforts are being made to create a broad 
system of various institutions and courses which will represent 
a component and additional part of the academic system. 

The rights of citizens belonging to the national mino- 
rities to instruction in their own language was reconfirmed 
and even extended. 

The principles stated in the proposals of the Reform Com- 
mission on the modernization of instruction in the sense of 
scientific and technical progress, the need to introduce modern 
and dynamic aspects of the internal work of schools instead of 
the limited aspects of verbal instruction were also included in 
the Law. The draft school reform, urges the creation of such 
schools which will represent multifarious and versatile educa- 
tional institutions: this also requires altered relations between 
teachers and pupils, in the spirit of mutual confidence and the 
ever greater initiative and creativeness of both. The inde- 
pendence of teachers in the imparting of instruction is also 
stressed in the draft law. 

In order to assure their independence and initiative and 
the further development of the teaching staff, the educational 
inspection service was invested with broader pedagogical and 
technical tasks as would correspond to a pedagogical advisory 
service. 


* * 


T WAS possible to stress only some of the most signi- 

I ficant elements of school reform on this occasion. A 
whole series of problems have not been dealt with such as: 
the character of contemporary general education, the character 
of the education of the teaching staff, the scope and pattern 
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oF contemporary technical education and many other questions” 
which refer to the reform and the materal basis of schools. 

As for the problems in the character of education, espe- 
cially general education in the eight year schools, the expert 
technical institions are on the best way to resolve many 
problems of contemporary genenal education and. instruction 
and determine the scope and substance of this - education 
which will best correspond to the needs of our development. 


It was found while working on school reform that many 
problems which arose in Yugoslavia are more or less common 
to all developed countries. The departure of Yugoslav scho- 
larship students through UNESCO confirmed this fact, and 
many international conferences on educational, problems re- 
veal common features which have become topical owing to 
the rapid development of science and technology, the ever 
stronger inflow of youth to schools and the growing needs of 
the masses for culture and education. 

Obsolete characteristics and the shortfall of schools 
with the new requirements of contemporary society are being 
noticed everywhere. Our need for a radical reform as stated 
previously is due to a potential development which faced us 
with all problems deriving from the democratization of the 
educational system and economic development. 


However in spite of this similitude of educational problems. 
notwithstanding the rich and unusually useful exchange of 
experiences between countries, there are no ready made so- 
lutions. We must seek them and adjust them to -our objectives 
of education. We are also doing this at a faster rate than 
many other countries as the entire social community and its 
organs are interested in the faster progress and reform of the 
school system. 


In this sense the elaboration of all internal academic 
problems is continuing at an intensive rate and the initial 
drafts of the new educational plans and programmes of eight 
year and secondary schools are being definity completed 
already. : 

It was thus that the process of school reform with clearly 
defined aims was initiated. The reform should also be con- 
templated as a gradual process, somewhere faster and so- 
mewhere slower as it depends on a series of objective factors, 
such as the material resources of the community, the training 
of the teaching staff, new textbooks, — but it is adready 
proceeding at a vigorous rate and the schools are being adjusted 


to an ever broader extent to its fundamental progressive po- 
stulates.

The Answer of Kota Popovic, State Secretary for Foreign Affairs,

to the Questions of People’s Deputies 


(JUNE 26, 1958) 


On the session of both houses of the Federal 
People’s Assembly, State Secretary of Foreign Af- 
fairs comrade Koéa Popovic answered two deputies 
questions posed him; the first concerning Yugosla- 
via and East European Countries, and the second 
on present prospects for the settlement of funda- 
mental international problems. 


Comrade People’s Deputies, allow me to answer the que- 
stions posed. 


THE ANSWER TO THE FIRST QUESTION 


PETER, a several-year period of normalization and suc- 
cessful development of friendly cooperation, in the last 
times, without any fault of the Yugoslav Government and 
contrary to its desires, it again came to a deterioration of our 
relations with USSR and some other countries of Eastern Europe 
as well as with China. Judging by the course, methods, sharp- 
ness and proportions of the action which today is conducted 
from that side against our country, one can assume that the 
political leadership of some of these countries tend, with a 
definite political aim, toward a further worsening of re- 
lations with Yugoslavia. 


In cases like this, when matters start on a particular 
course, they usually develop further by a logic of their own. 
As for ourselves, however, we still do not consider that such 
an adverse course could not be halted or corrected, and the 
sooner all those concerned realized its negative consequences 
the easier it will be to overcome that negative which has 
already occured. 

The course of the events that have conducted to the 
present condition is known to you, so I do not propose to 
bring it out here. When the events and the acts of some of 
these governments toward Yugoslavia are summed up, it 
clearly follows that it is a question of an organized pressure 
against our independent policy. So, it is a question of an 
attempt, without discrimination as to the means, in the main, 
to force our country to abandon its independent policy and 
position outside the blocs. I have to reiterate here that the 
Yugos!av Government is resolutely determined to continue its 
hitherto policy, because it is convinced that this is in the 
interest of our peoples, in the interest of peace and its con- 
solidation, in the interest of progressive forces and progressive 
movement in the world. 

We have to establish that the trend toward settling such 
a policy, regardless of the various arguments of an ideological 
and other character with which it is sought to justify it, is 
the expression of a political or political-tactical concept founded 
on exclusivity and that it cannot but be connected with, most 
mildly put. a doubt in the possibility of consolidation of peace 
by peaceful means. In other words, such a trend necessarily 
comprises elements of a policy of reliance or force, of an 
Orientation toward such a policy in the solution of internatio- 
nal problems. 
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For our Government, it is not a question, as is sometimes 
asserted from these countries, of a choice between brotherhood 
and a policy of good-neighbour relations. For us it is a que- 
stion of a right to an independent policy and to mutual rela- 
tions founded on full equality. Obviously it is on that basis along 
that it is possible to bring the relations between countries 
into a condition which will be qualitatively superior to good- 
neighbour relations. 
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We have been and we remain the active champions of a 
policy of peaceful co-existence, that is, utmost cooperation © 


between all countries and peoples, regardless of differences im 
political and social systems. For this reason we have welcomed, 
we welcome and shall welcome all actions no matter where 
they came from which are contributive to the consolidation 
of peace and every agreement which is not harmful to the 
sovereign rights of peoples. 


In the light of such a policy of ours, I am bound to 
state openly that we regret that it has come to an unfa- 
vourable development of our relations with some of the countries 
of Eastern Europe. We are neither to blame for such a de- 
velopment nor have we desired it, and, as far as we are con- 
cerned, we shall make every effort in the future also so that 
it may not come to their worsening, respectively that these 
relations may begin to improve again. We have not yet lost 
hope that a similar point of view will prevail on the other 
side as well. There can be no doubt whatever that this would 
be in the mutual interest and in the interest of peace in 
general. 


THE ANSWER TO THE SECOND QUESTION 


A THE preparations for a summit conference made he- 
retofore certain positive results have been recorded, 
regardless of the many difficulties which are the expression 
and consequence of the international relations and the mutual 
lack of confidence created before. This, in our Opinion, con- 
firms that, through a further constructive striving, it would 
be possible to make the first steps toward a durable easing 
of international tensions. On the other hand, we must record 
that. fresh negative elements have also appeared in the last 
times which give rise to a warranted anxiety regarding the 
direct future development and point to the possibility of fresh 
tensions. Here I primarily have in sight the manifestations 
indicating a tendency to stress the elements of a policy of 
reliance on force. In confirmation of this it suffices to cite 
the events in Indonesia, Lebanon, Algeria and Cyprus, the re- 
cent trial in Hungary, the pressure against Yugoslavia. Parallel 
with this, a bitter, dangerous armaments race continues, new 
bases for rocket weapons are installed, not all states have 
yet renounced nuclear and thermonuclear tests, a bloc exclusivity 
and division is becoming more acute generally speaking. Such 
phenomena, of course, only tend to handicap the preparations. 
for a summit conference, in these preparations a larger signi- 
ficance is attached to propaganda considerations. 


_ Such a situation imposes the need still more resolutely 
mphasize that any further, even local, deterioration of the 
national situation, at a time when nothing has effectively 
en achieved yet in the domain of disarmament and agreement 
1- general, can have very grave consequences. So, it is ne- 
sary to make fresh and more resolute efforts to stop such 
angerous development. It is the duty of and in the interest 
‘all states and all peace-loving forces in the world, and a 
special responsibility falls on the great powers in that respect. 


We deam that the countries which are outside the blocs 
an discharge a significant role in such joint constructive 
efforts. They have already discharged such a role in the past 
— frequently unobtrusively, which only speaks in their favour. 
In the present situation their apposite participation would be 
even more useful, and it is to be expected, therefore, that 
that will be appreciated everywhere. The other factor which 
it will not be possible lastingly to bypass in the settlement of 
international problems, and the problem of disarmament parti- 
cularly,, is the United Nations Organization. 

Within the complex of such a need, our Government will 
intensify its efforts and activity toward a relaxation of inter- 
national tensions. The conditon of international relations today 
emphasizes still more the rightness of the policy of active 
coexistence, the fundamental content of which is struggle for 
the widest international cooperation, for-the preservation and 
strengthening of peace, for the preservation and consolidation 
Of national indenpedence of all countries, for the equality of 
all states, large and little, for non-interference in the internal 
matters of another, all of which is closely interconnected. 
In the present situation the policy of active co-exsistence, 
by which our entire activity on the international level is in- 
spired, imposes itself more manifestly as an objective ne- 
cessity and the sole realistic platform capable of securing a 
lasting peace. It is for this very reason that we sincerely 
pursue such a policy, and we have no reason not to do so 
in the future also. The difficulties and obstacles with which 
it is meeting every day do not prove its non-reality, but the 
degree of resistance which should be overcome and the magni- 
tude of the efforts which should be made. 

Just on account of that Yugoslavia resolutely strives that 
negotiations be continued and generally that efforts in the 
direction of a wider agreement in the world be intensified to 
the maximum. 


The Movement of Yugoslav 
Economy 


FROM THE REPORT OF MIJALKO TODOROVIC, 
VICE-PRESIDENT OF FEDERAL EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


At a joint meeting of both Chambers of the Federal 
National Assembly, Mijalko Todorovié, Vice-president 
of the Federal Executive Council, made a statement on 
the movement of Yugoslav economy in the first four 
months of this year. Mijalko Todorovié pointed to the 
facts which speak of the favourable development of 
Yugoslav economy in this period. The further rise in 
economy has continued and certain market oscillations 
which appeared towards the end of last year and even 
more during the first two months of this year, have 
been largely overcome. Economic stabilisation is spe- 
cially manifested in the stability of the market and 
prices, primarily in- industry, in an increased goods 
supply both in produduction and in trade, in the regular 


employment of the entire increase of the active popu- 
lation in industry and other fields outside of agricul- 
ture, in the further rise of export and reduction in the 
deficit in the balance of payment. All this is based 
on the planned increase of industrial production, on the 
transferrable reserves and increase of certain branches 
_ of agricultural production. Mijalko Todorovié said 
_ that the negative manifestations which appeared in 
the movement of the Yugoslav economy were first the 
insufficient increase in productivity of labour, and se- 
cond, the inadequate rise in the living standard of 
workers and employees. M. Todorovié said that these 
two mutually linked manifestations ranked among the 
central economic and political tasks. Todorovié stres- 
sed as a special and unforeseen difficulty encountered 
in Yugoslav economy, the unilateral cancellation of 
the agrements by the USSR and East Germany, which 
have caused serious damage to the Yugoslav economy. 
The Yugoslav government will do its best to surmount 
this unexpected difficulty in the fulfilment of the eco- 
nomic plan, with its own forces and with credits from 
other sides. At the same time Yugoslavia is of the 
opinion that the losses incurred by the unilateral can- 
celling of agreements and credits must be compensated. 
Iu spite of all this, the Federal Executive Council 
considers that there is no reason to change the basic 
premises of the economic policy, that is, to make any 
qualitative changes under pressure of the mentioned 
difficulties, which would mean desisting from or tem- 
porarily deviating from the chief economic and poli- 
tical aims: to raise the living standard and further 
socialist democratic relations, parallel with speedier 
economic development. There are sufficient conditions 
for this year’s Social Plan to be carried out in its 
be entirety.

Yugoslav Protest Note to the 
Hungarian Government 


THE SUDDEN COMMUNIQUE ON THE SECRET TRIAL 
AND EXECUTION OF IMRE NAGY WAS RECEIVED 
WITH DEEP INDIGNATION IN YUGOSLAVIA 


The anti-Yugoslav Allegations in the Communique Constitute 

a Brutal Attack on the FPRY ‘with the Obvious Aim of 

Intensifying the Ruthless Anti-Yugoslav Campaign and Strain- 

ing Hungarian-Yugoslav Relations by Reviving the Most Ob- 
scure Methods Used in the Recent Past 


The Yugoslav Ambassador in Budapest Jovo Ka- 
picié visited the deputy Hungarian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Istvan Sebes on June 23 at 11 a. m. and deli- 
vered the following note: 


» The Embassy of the Federal People’s Republic of Yugo- 
slavia expresses its respects to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
of the People’s Republic of Hungary and upon instructions re- 
ceived from its government has the honour of transmitting the 
following: 

The Ministry of Justice of the Peoples Republic of Hun- 
gary published a communiqué on June 17, 1958 on the execu- 
tion of Imre Nagy and his comrades. It is alleged inter alia in 
this communique that ,certain groups of conspirators of the 
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type of Imre Nagy sought asylum there where they“ previously 
received support“ that Imre Nagy, Gesa Losoncy and others 
nissued instructions for the continuance of armed resistance, 
the organization of strikes which paralised normal life and 
for the re-organization of clandestine distruptive activities from 
the Yugoslav embassy in Budapest“, and that ,they established 
a regular link with the Central Workers Council of Budapest 
with Radio Free Europe through Miklos Gimes and other 
conspirators from the building of the Yugoslav Embassy in 
Budapest, and moreover published the illegal paper »Octo- 
ber 23“. ; 

The Yugoslav government and peoples received the sud- 
den news of the secret trial and execution of Imre Nagy with 
deep indignation. The assertions on the alleged activities of 
the respective persons after their arrival in the Yugoslav em- 
bassy are untrue and fabricated from beginning to end. The 
Hungarian Government is fully congnizant of the fact that these 
persons, during their stay in the building of the Yugoslav 
‘embassy did not commit a single of the acts listed in the 
communiqué of the Hungarian Ministry of Justice. Immedia- 
tely upon entering the Yugoslav Embassy in Budapest the 
aforementioned persons, as is normal under such conditions, 
dave a statement that they renounce to all political activity 
‘during the duration of asylum which they strictly observed. 
The Premier of the Revolutionary Workers and Peasant Go- 
vernment Comrade Janos Kadar was notified of this statement 
immediately upon his arrival to Budapest four days after the 
arrival of Imre Nagy and his comrades to the Yugoslav Em- 
bassy. Moreover the Embassy building was all the time under 
the most rigid supervision of the Soviet armed detachments 
and the Hungarian security service. It was during the same 
period on November 5, 1956 that the Yugoslav diplomat Mi- 
lovanov was killed by tank fire in the Embassy building. 


Judging by the falsehood of the charges proferred against 
Yugoslavia and the circumstances under which the trial was 
held (there are no data in the communiqué as to the date of 
the trial and execution of the sentence) one may justly sus- 
pect veracity of the other incriminating evidence, especially 
in all that directly or indirectly refers to Yugoslavia. The way 
in which Yugoslavia is being denounced in the Hungarian 
communique as well as the secrecy of the trial obviously ena- 
bles fabrication of all kinds of new Yugoslav offences. The 
Yugoslav Government therefore emphasises this constation all 
the more resolutely, as similar trials were also held in the 
past, such as the Rajk trial for instance during which Yugosla- 
via was denounced while asserting at the same time that there 
is proof positive of the Yugoslav guilt and interference, and 
later on, when a lot of innocent blood had been shed, it was 
found, as explicitly confessed by the responsible Hungarian 
personalities, that proofs were fabricated. As known, such at- 
tacks caused us great difficulties at the time, but the main 
victims were the peoples of the countries in which these trials 
were staged 

Therefore the Yugoslav Government does not consider it 
at all necessary to argue its innocence on this question. It 
never interfered in the internal affairs of Hungary nor does 
it do so at present. The facts on its attitude are known not 
only to the Hungarian Government but also the entire inter- 
national public opinion. It is thus generally known that preci- 
sely at that time to which the accusations refer Yugoslavia was 
seriously and unselfishly endeavouring to contribute to the 
stabilization of the situation in Hungary for which it received 
tribute from the Hungarian leaders themselves. 

It clearly ensues from the foregoing that the allegations 
cited in the communiqué constitute a brutal and entirely un- 
provoked attack against the Federal People’s Republic of Yu- 
loslavia with the obvious aim of sharpening and justifying the 
existing ruthless anti-Yugoslav campaign, by using the most, 
obscure methods from the recent past, and thoroughly 
impairing Hungarian Yugoslav relations while attempting to 
foist the blame for the that time events in Hungary upon 
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Yugoslavia, which is irrefutably confirmed by the fact 

the allegations from the Hungarian communiqué were immed. 
tely carried in the press of some governments which are takin “4 
part in this action. This attack, irrespectively whether an expres- 
sion of free will, is all the more regrettable and reprehensible 
as the relations between the Yugoslav and Hungarian peop. 
developed favourably to the mutual interest of both count: 
and in the interest of all factors which truly have the conso- 
lidation of peace in this part of the world at hearts. It is obvious: 
that by this act the Government of the People’s Republic o: 
Hungary dealt a heavy blow to the relations between the Fe- 
deral Peoples Republic of Yugoslavia and the Peoples Republi 
of Hungary. 

In connection with the communique of the Hungarian Mi-- 
nistry of Justice the Government of the Federal People’s Re 
public of Yugoslavia deems itnecessary to recall the fol. 
lowing facts: 

By an exchange of letters between the Federal People's: 
Republic of Yugoslavia and the Government of the People’s 
Republic of Hungary of November 18 and 21 respectively 
1956 agreement was reached on the solution of the problem of 
asylum of Imre Nagy and the other person who benefited by 
this asylum in the Yugoslav embassy in Budapest by the: 
guarantee extended by the government of the People’s Re- 
public of Hungary on the personal security and safe conduct to: 
their homes of these persons upon leaving the Yugoslav Em- 
bassy and by the obligation assumed that it will not punish: 
them for their past activities”. 

As the government of the People’s Republic of Hungary 
did not assure the fulfilment of the aforementioned agreement 
thus violating it the government of the Federal Peoples Repu- 
blic of Yugoslavia lodged a protest with the Government of 
the People’s Republic of Hungary by its Note of November 
24, 1956. In its answering Note of December 1, 1956 the 
Hungarian Government while rejecting the protest of the Yu- 
goslav Government, the Hungarian Government affirmed that 
the fact that the persons in question did not return to their ho- 
mes constitutes ,a minor question of a technical nature“ and 
that it is otherwise respecting the obligations assumed under 
the agreement reached of the two governments, while con- 
firming once again that it is ready to guarantee the perso- 


~nal safety of the persons in question and stating that it does 


not wish to punish them in any way whatever for their past 
activities”... 

In this connection the Hungarian Government also stated 
the following in its Note: 

»In view of the fact that owing to the political situation 
in Hungary the danger existed that counter revolutionary ele= 
ments should attempt to assassinate Imre Nagy and the other 
persons belonging to his group with the aim of foisting the 
responsibility for the consequences on the Revolutionary Work- 
ers and Peasant Government, and bearing in mind that their 
personal safety is threatened by the eventual vengeance of 
their political opponents, Imre Nagy and comrades left for the 
Peoples Republic of Rumania according to an agreement reached 
on the subject between the government of the Peoples Republic 
of Hungary and the Government of the Peoples Republic of 
Rumania until the appropriate conditions of safety are not 
created in Hungary. 

It is obvious that the government of the People’s Republic 
of Hungary has on two occasions brutally violated the obliga- 
tions assumed towards the government of the Federal People’s

The project to- 
day consists of a coking plant, blast fur- 
naces, a steel mills with open hearth fur- 
naces and electric furnaces, a blooming 
mill, light, medium and heavy rolling 
mills, a heavy forge, a strip rolling mill 
and all the necessary auxiliary depart- 
ments and laboratories. 


The Zenica Works are still supplied 
with raw materials from the VareS mines 
which dispose with sufficient reserves of 
siderite iron ore which is conveyed via 
the 77kilometer long normal gauge rail- 
road in special freight cars to the Zenica 
Iron Works. Coal for coking is still lar- 
gely imported for the time being, although 
tests and experiments are under way which 


aim at using the available Yugoslav coals. 


for this purpose. Electric pover is supplied 
via the dense national power network 
which the hydro-electric and thermal 


plants by 110,000 V transmission lines 
with the Zenica Works. 

The capacity of the principal plants of 
the Zenica Works are 600,00 tons of coke, 
575,000 tons of pig iron, 750,000 tons of 
crude steel and 540,000 tons of finished 
rolled and wrought goods. A modern co- 
king plant consisting of four batteries of 
39 ovens each has been erected for this 
purpose, A special plant for the extraction 
of tar, benzole ammonium sulphate and 
naphthalene has been attached to the co- 
king plant. The waste gas of the coking 
plant is used for the fuelling of open 
hearth furnaces in the steel mills. 


Theer are three blast furnaces for the 
production of pig iron with a six meter 
diameter at blower level. The necessary 
devices’ for the crushing and sifting of 
iron ore and two agglomerating plants 
mainly for the Vare8 siderite ores have 
likewise been built. The agglomeration 


factories are of the Greenawalt typé each 


with four trays of 23 square meters sur- 
face. 


Blast furnace waste gas is mechanically 


and electrically purified and used as a fuel 


mainly in the rolling mill furnaces. The 
dross obtained is mostly used by the build- 
ing industry. The white pig iron obtained 
is conveyed in liquid state to the steel 
works where it is poured through two 
800 ton mixers into the open hearth fur- 
ces, and converted by the addition of 
scrap and the necessary alloys into crude 
steel. 


There are two mills for the pro- 
duction of crude steel. One is equipped 
with two open hearth furnaces and two 
electric furnaces, and the other with eight 
open hearth furnaces. Four of the eight 
furnaces in the steel mills are so called 
tilting ovens with a capacity of 180 tens, 
in which steel is produced according to the 
Talbott process. This process enables a 
large input of pig iron which is particu- 
larly important for the Yugoslay economy 
which is deficient in scrap iron. Apart 
from this, dross from these furnaces may 
be used for the production of ferro-man- 
ganese, as all ore from the Vare3 mine 
higher than 


has a average manganese 


content. 


The crude molten steel is poured into 


five ton ingot moulds and subsequently 
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processed into the semi-finished products 
in the blooming mill (diameter of rollers 
950/mm); there are also four continuous 
double rolling tracks for the production 
of thinly rolled materials. 


For the production of finished goods 
there are seven rolling tracks (with rollers 
of diameters ranging from 800/mm to 
280/mm). The rolling tracks built during 
the past few years are highly mechanized, 
thus enabling the output of all shapes in 
the tolerances required. The following 
aiticies are rolled on these tracks: bars, 
shepes, steel bars for the reinforcement 
of coacrete, rails and accessories, industrial 
rails, girders and rolled wire. 

The modern forge is equipped with se- 
veral hydraulic presses of which the biggest 
has 5,000 tons of pressure, as well as a 
series of steam hammers for the production 


of light forgings. The forge likewise dispo- 


ses with the necessary equipment for heat 
processing and a special mechanical work- 
shop for the rough working of forgings. 
Heavy forgings are wrought for rolling 
mill plants, for the machine building in- 
dustry, shipbuilding and similar purposes. 


Steel tyres for railway carriages and lo- 


comotive wheels are produced in a speci 

rolling mill, while the special plant for 
the production of complete running gear 
will be completed soon. } 


The control of products and improve- 
ment of the technological process is assu- 
red by a well organized and efficient con- 
trol service which covers all stages 0!

A A INING in Yugoslavia has existed as 
LY far back as pre-historical times, as 
by various fragments of objects 
ound throughout the country, which ser- 

for the excavation and smelting of 
res and metals. During the Middle Ages 
uining here had attained such a level of 
evelopment that it was considered the 
zOst progressive in Europe while the ores 
fere a source of enormous income for 
hose who ruled the territories of Serbia, 
osnia, Herzegovina and other provinces. 

“When the Turks invaded the Balkan 
ountries, these activities gradually decli- 
ed and finaly disappeared. It was only 
h a relatively recent period — between 
he two World Wars — that they were 
evived when the mining wealth of Yu- 
oslavia was intensively exploited. 
After the conclusion of the Second 
Vorld War, all the mining enterprises, as 
rell as those of non-ferrous metallurgy 
rere found in a very poor state, just as 
hey were after the First World War, only 
fis time the devastation was much more 
Xtensive. 

The pre-war and war exploitation of 
ne mines contributed to the almost com- 
lete impoverishment and exhaustion of the 
lining resources of the country, owing to 
he unscrupulous plundering of mines, 
hile the war caused enormous material 
ysses, the mining installations being da- 
waged, the geological documentation lost, 
ne expert cadres were dispersed, and the 
epmmunications disrupted. In some cases 
i¢ whole plant was completely destroyed. 


Steps were taken directly after the war 
» rebuild and reinstate all plants and 
stallations. Certain innovations were in- 
oduced in this connection, so that orien- 
ition of the development of mining, and 
atticularly of non-ferrous metallurgy in 
ugoslavia, differs from that of before the 
ar. 

Whereas non-ferrous metallurgy before 
1¢ war consisted, with a fen exceptions, 
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only of the exploitation of ores, the post- 
war development of this economic branch 
was aimed at processing metals into semi- 
products and finisched products 

The products of mining, primarily of 
non-ferrous metals, were indispensable fer 
other industrial branches without which it 
would have been impossible to revive the 
economic life of the country: the con- 
struction of the electro-industry, machine- 
building shipbuilding and other processing 
industries which use various non-ferrous 
metals. 

With its expanded post-war production, 
the non-ferrous metallurgy was designed 
to meet the increased requirements of the 
country, and to ensure a surplus of ores 
and metals for export. 

Exactly twelve years ago, the JUCGO- 
METAL, enterprise for the import and 
export of ores and metals was founded as

Yugoslavia has ‘nese deposits of 
bauxite and white bauxite, which are used 
in large quantities for ‘metallurgical pur- 
poses that is to say, for refractory ma- 
terials and the production of abrasive ma- 
terials. It is intersting to note that Yu- 
goslav bauxites are particularly well- 
known for their utilization percentage and 
are valued also in the production of clay 
according to Beyer’s method, which is 
the chief one used in clay and aluminium 
factories in Europe. Yugoslavia exports 
annually over 700,000 tons of bauxite, 
while the quality of the bauxite from the 
Montenegrin and Mostar basins is well- 
known among customers throughout Eu- 
rope. 

Certain quantities of bauxite ore are 
supplied to domestic clay and aluminium 
factories viz: at Kidritevo, at Lozovac and 
at Moste near Ljubljana, which supply 
with their products the processing alumi- 
nium industry at Slovenska Bistrica and at 
Razine for the manufacture of plate, 
alloys, wire, rope, bars, pipes and other 
aluminium articles. 


Of the total quantity of bauxite expor- 
ted from Yugoslavia, the West-German 
market takes about 65 per cent, Italy 
about 25 per cent while all ‘the other 
countries absorb about 10 per cent. Long- 
term contracts have been concluded with 
the customer in these countries — well- 
known firms — for the delivery of bauxite. 
Such relations with the firms in question 
result from business connections extending 
over a number of years and based on 
excellent understanding and mutual con- 
fidence. 


ANTIMONY 


VEN before the war Yugoslavia 
took first place in Europe in the 
production of antimony, as her output 


then already amounted to about 40 per 
cent of European production. Today her 
deposits are such as to guarantee exploi- 
tation for many years. 

The locations of antimony ore depot 
sits in exploitation are extensive and are 
to be found in the Zajata, Bujanovac and 
Lojan areas, although other places are 
likewise rich in cre. Among the important 
producers and processors of ore into an- 


timony regulus the Antimony and Lead — 


Mines and Smelting Works at Zajaéa, 
whose exports are sent to England, Italy, 
Austria, the USA and Western Germany, 
where its products are successfully placed. 


CHROMIUM 


I N THE production of chromium Yu-. 


goslavia also takes one of the first 
places in Europe. The chromium mate- 
rial base is chiefly centred in Macedonia 
with over 80 per cent, and in Serbia with 
a little less than 20 per cent of all the 
ore deposits in the country. Production 
includes first class ore with 48 per cent, 
of second class ore with 42—48 per cent, 
and third class ore with less than 
42 per cent. The largest chromium ore 
mine is ,,RaduSa“ at Djorée Petrov in Ma- 
cedonia, which includes about 83 per cent 
of total deposits, and it is followed by 
»Deva“ at Djakovica with 12 per cent, 
Lojane with 3 per cent and Bujanovac 
with 2 per cent. Most of the output was 
exported until recently, but now about 50 
per cent is used locally in ferrochromiunt 
production, and 30 per cent for 
the production of refractory materials 
in the country. This situation was created 
by the opening of the factory for ferro- 
alloys Jugohrom at Jegunovci in Mace- 
donia and the refractory materials factory 
Magnohrom at Kraljevo. 

The ,Radiga* and ,Deva“* mines are 
already well-known as producers of chro- 
mium concentrate, which is successfully 
sold in Sweden, Switzerland and other 
countries. The production programme of 
these two mines includes granulated chro- 
mium, which is used in the manufacture 
of basic refractory bricks. 


MERCURY 

UGOSLAVIA takes third place in 

Europe mercury production, and the 
whole output is linked with the Idrija 
mines. Of the entire quantity of mercury 
produced, the bulk is chiefly exported to 
Western Germany, France, Switzerland, 
England, Austria and the USA. 

In addition to the above-mentioned non- 
ferrous metal products, Yugoslavia also 
has certain quantities of manganese, tung- 
sten, molybdenum and other non-ferrous 
metals which are almost wholly absorbed 
by the domestic industry. 

As we mentioned above, Yugoslavia has 
been known for long ages for her mining 
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Oveaith: Before ce an Sie an ess 
of raw materials as the processing of these 
was negligible, today she is slowly but 
‘surely becoming an industrial country and 
exporter of a number of finished products, 
thanks to the post-war development, to 


extension of the existing plants, and to 


the erection of new ones. It will serve a 


useful purpose to dwell here on the pos- 


sibilities of export of other products; 
especially in the field of non-metal arti- 
cles. 


Compared to the pre-war state of 
affairs, when there could be produced a 
limited number of non-metal articles, such 
as glass, gypsum, cement and other buil- 
ding materials, raw and calcined magne- 
site, baryte, salt etc., Yugoslavia has to- 


day expanded her assortment of non-metal 


raw materials, thanks to extensive and 
systematic geological, mining and techno- 
logical research. Using modern technical 
methods in her industrial plants, Yugosla- 
via now has wide possibilities for exporting 
a number of non-metal products, after 
meeting local requirements. These pro- 
ducts are attractive both in assortment and 
quality. 


We shall mention some of these pro- 
ducts according to their importance: re- 
fractory materials on magnesite basis, fire 
clay and silica, calcined bauxites for in- 
dustrial and fireproof purposes, caustically 
calcined magnesite (ground and granular) 
marble, bentonite, cement and asbestos- 
cement products, baryte, gypsum etc. The 
list of products is certainly very wide and 
varied but we shall refer only to a few 
of the more important for export. 


REFRACTORY MATERIALS 


ae: HE MAGNOHROM industry of hig- 
hly-refractory materials in Kralje- 
vo has been producing for years, and with 
great success, sinter-magnesite for metal- 
lurgy and for refractory purposes, as well’ 
as all the standard and special formats of 
basic bricks of magnesite and chromium 
magnesite, powders and mortars in all qua- 
lities and granulation. The Fire Clay fac- 
tory at Arandjelovac manufactures all 
kinds of fire clay bricks in all standard 
and special formats, cast material, pow- 
ders and mortars as well as special mas- 


ses for quick reparation of thermal instal- 
lations. 


This year Yugoslavia will attain a fi- 
gure of over 4 million dollars with her 
export of refractory materials. These goods 
are placed in the USA, Canada, Sweden, 
Belgium, Western Garmany, Italy, Poland, 
Rumania, Bulgaria, Hungary, India ete. 
This wide circle of customers is surely a 
reflection of the good quality of the re- 
fractory materials produced in Yugoslavia.

THE SUMMIT CONFERENCE. ,,We consider that, in 
view of the negative phenomena which appeared of late and 
are contrary to the wish expressed on both sides for a sum- 
mit meeting, the fundamental task of governments and all 
peace loving forces throughout the world would consist in 
quietly and resolutely increasing their efforts to prevent the 
aggravation of international tension, and assure the peaceful 
and negotiated settlement of internaticnal issues”.

EXPERT CONFERENCE FOR DETECTION OF NU- 
CLEAR EXPLOSIONS. — In connection with the latest me- 
morandum of the Soviet Government which refers to an 
eventual expert conference on policing any possible ban on 
nuclear tests the official spokesman. stated: 

We consider it a pity if the technical talks were not to 
take place as such a conference should facilitate the accomp- 
lishment of a general agreement on the ban of nuclear test 
explosions. Needless to say, the prospects for such an agre- 
ement would be much more favourable if the western powers 
would immediately suspend nuclear and thermonuclear tests. 
By failing to do so, they assumed a grave responsibility be- 
fore world public opinion. And we have stated on several 
occasions that the continuance of these experiments cannot 
be justified by any reasons“. 


THE ARTUKOVIC CASE: ,I can only repeat that we 
hope that our demand for the extradition of criminal Artu- 
Kovié will be complied with. Those who are supporting Artu- 
kovi¢ do not do so because he did not commit crimes, but 
because they approved of these crimes at that time and be- 
cause they solidarize at present with this criminal and his 
crimes. The documents submitted to the court eloquently 
testify to the crimes of Artukovié and his criminal responsi- 
bility, while the innumerable victims and witnesses in the 
country are the most convincing proof of all. 


THE EVENTS IN LEBANON: ,,We hope that nothing 
will be done in the present situation that would convert the 
international crisis in the Lebanon into an international con- 
flict and thus lead to new threats to peace in this susceptible 
region. The rumours and intimations on the possibility of 
foreign intervention are therefore giving rise to deep concern“. 
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RELATIONS WITH WEST GERMANY: Asked whether 
the Yugoslav Government intends to take the initiative for 
the renewal of trade talks with West Germany for the 1958— 
1959 period, the official spokesman replied: 


Economic relations and trade with West Germany de- 
‘ yeloped normally and both sides observed and fulfilled the 


obligations assumed by contract. We consider that the ne- 
cessary conditions exist for the further development of these 
relations, to which the renewal of the trade agreement would 
contribute”. 


In connection with the reports from Bonn circles on the | 
possibility of restoring diplomatic relations with Yugoslavia, 


the official spokesman stated: 


We consider that the restoration of doplomatic relations 


would be in the interest of both countries”.

Chronology 


Academy of Science and Arts, died in Zagreb on the - 
night of June 25. Dr. Stampar was the first President a 
of the Yugoslav Academy after the liberation, and 

held this office until his death. He was also Rector of 
Zagreb University from 1945. During the many years 
of this scientific activity the late Dr. Stampar wrote a = 
number of works dealing with problems of heath and 
social medicine. among the broad strata of people. — 
After the war he published a number of works about 
the new World Health Organisation, social security, 
public health schools and their role in advancing pu- 
bcil health. Dr. Stampar recorded his great scientific 
experiences in hygiene and social medicine research in — 
a number of books and reports whiche were published 
in Geneva, London, New York, etc. At the United Na- 
tions conference in London in 1946 Dr. Stampar was, 
as member of the Yugoslav delegation, elected first 
Vice--president of the UN Economic and Social Coun- 
cil. Im the same year he took part in the sessions of 
the Economic and Social Council in New York and in 
the International Health Conference. Towards the end 
of July 1946 he was elected Chairman of the Com- 
mission which was engaged in drawing up the regula- 
tions of the World Health organization, A commemo- 
ration meeting of the Yugoslav Academy of Science 
and Arts was held on the occasion of the death of 
Dr. Stampar, and a committee was set up to take 
charge of his funeral. 


June 26 — The Federal Council of the Federal National As- 
sembly adopted the Recommendation for the creation 
of further conditions for the regular training of highly 
qualified experts at the faculties. This recommendation 
provides for measures to be taken to rearrange the 
study and tuition system at the faculties so that stu- 
dents may graduate in time, and the that expert person- 
nel may be prepared. This is required by the economic, 
social and cultural development of the country. 

On the same day, at a joint meeting of both 
Chambers Koéa Popovié, Foreign Secretary, replied to 
questions put by two members of parliament about 
the present relations between Yugoslavia and the coun- 
tries of the Soviet camp, and about the present pro- 
spects for solution of fundamental international pro- 
blems. 
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June 15 — Josip Broz Tito, President of the Republic, delivered 


a speech at a meeting to celebrate the 150th anniver- 
sary of the Istrian coal mine at Labin before 50,000 
‘citizens of Istra, and the Croat and Slovene Littoral. 
‘Referring to Yugoslavia’s foreign policy and her rela- 
tions with other countries, President Tito dwelt on the 
latest anti-Yugoslav campaign which is being conduc- 
ted in the countries of the socialist camp. President 
Tito said that the most flagrant abuse and slander is 
being used against Yugoslavia, that the unheard — of 
hostile ,attitude of the Chinese leaders and press are 


‘contributing to the increase of tension in the world, 


and that the Congress of the Bulgarian Communist 
Party was chiefly devoted ta attacks, slander and in- 
sults directed to Socialist Yugoslavia, that Stalin’s po- 
licy was being defended and repeated, that Khrushchev 
had taken the stand of upholder of the uotorious Com- 
inform Resolution and President Tito declared that 
the Yugoslav peoples and communists would keep un- 


sullied the flag of Marx, Engels and Lenin which they 


had honourably carried in
